FOREWORD 
by Gavin Frost 


In the cool dawn of a tropic day in Lahore, Pakistan, I 
first heard the words that would result in this book. My Sikh 
guide and I were playing back the third tape from a recorder 
we had left running all night in the citadel of the ruins at 
Mohenjo Daro. Suddenly and clearly, a voice spoke. The as¬ 
tounded guide recognized the language as Hindi, though be¬ 
cause of the accent he was unable to translate the words. 
They were later translated in Karachi. The transcript read: 

“I, Ibn Saud, lived in thy plane of existence in the year 
480. In my poor time I was considered a great seer and 
teacher. Some said I was a Holy Man, others, a Sufi; but I did 
claim neither of these titles, being instead content to help my 
fellow man. Now I come again, this time in spirit only, to help 
the poor bewildered people of the world. Verily, it is my hope 
that my few poor words will help them understand that the 
ancient astronomic science can and should be used to ease 
their lives.” 

Ibn Saud went on to tell of a system of astrology based 
on astronomy. That system was both simple and exciting, for 
it held the promise of a technique with which anyone could 
improve his lot. The information was startling to me because 
it presented a whole new facet of astrology. That facet was 
the use of astrology to gain whatever you wish from life. As a 
predictive tool of great power, astrology has been around for 
centuries; but this sudden new view of the uses to which 
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astrology could be put, and the scathing remarks and scorn 
with which Ibn Saud treated much modern astrology, were 
nothing less than shocking. 

Almost ten years have now passed in careful testing of 
Ibn Saud’s claims; and in hundreds of cases through the 
School I have found that what Ibn Saud taught is true and 
does work. 

Did Ibn Saud Live? 

The answer to that question is beyond our research 
capabilities, and beyond the records of the authorities in La¬ 
hore (the city closest to Mohenjo Daro.) Of course we could be 
the victims of a hoax by the Sikh guide who changed the 
tapes, for he was often alone with the recorder, or by the 
translator in Karachi. However, for several reasons I think 
the voice was genuine. 

1. The Sikh guide would have had to be a consummate 
actor to display the terror he did when he first heard 
the voice of Ibn Saud played back. 

2. The translator in Karachi was selected at random; he 
had little knowledge of astronomy or astrology. In 
fact he spelled phonetically many words which we 
eventually recognized as various signs of the zodiac. 

It has also been suggested that I may have projected my 
thoughts onto the tape; but I do not speak Hindi, nor do I 
have any real knowledge of the language. 

Is This a Book Written from beyond 
the Grave? 

In the early 1970’s much experimentation was done with 
a new breakthrough 1 in spirit communication. Occultists 
everywhere tried the new techniques of tape-recording spirit

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voices, especially when it was learned that the Christian 
church (in the person of no less an authority than Pope Paul 
VI) was interested in the technique and its results, and was 
tolerant of the work. Many eminent Doctors of Physics and of 
Theology wrote of their belief in such spirit voices. 2

The whole subject of whether or not spirit voices can 
really be recorded on tape has been discussed in many books.

Unfortunately the actual Mohenjo Daro tapes were left 
with the translator in Karachi and were destroyed in one of 
the food riots occurring there in the mid-1970’s. Therefore we 
leave it up to you to decide whether a large part of this book 
was dictated by a man who died ten centuries ago.

Chil¬ 
dren born slightly later in the year, when they grow older, 
become the youngest in their classrooms; consequently they 
exhibit higher intelligence than average, for they learn early 
to struggle to keep even. Thus these and other subtle person¬ 
ality differences are inevitable among persons born in succes¬ 
sive months of the year. Once you recognize them, you can 
use these differences to overcome your weaknesses and to 
gain advantages for yourself.

The great magician Solomon, son of David, decreed that

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his foot. For years he had suffered from arthritis, and follow¬ 
ing the occult tradition he started to wear copper bracelets on 
his wrists. Within a week these bracelets began to relieve his 
discomfort, but then Dexter developed a painful calcium spur 
on his heel. It became so painful that even though he took 
some fourteen prescription pain-relieving pills a day, still he 
could barely walk. He decided he would try to use the Power 
to heal his foot. Today Dexter needs no pain pills whatsoever. 

His physician was puzzled and intrigued by Dexter’s ex¬ 
perience. From time to time he has asked Dexter to stop his 
self-cure techniques to see what would happen.

Edward H, known to his friends as Ned, is a public ac¬ 
countant in a small town in Missouri. Ned followed in his 
father’s career footsteps mainly because his father forced him 
into it. Ned had a light nature and a short interest span, 
however: qualities ill-suited to such a serious business as ac¬ 
counting. Not that Ned was incompetent; but in his relations 
with businessmen he tended to wear flashy clothing and 
spend a lot of time cracking jokes where he should have been 
soberly discussing profit-and-loss statements and tax advan¬ 
tages.

In order to guarantee success the next 
time you want to bring romance into your life, you should 
behave like a swan gliding over the clear water. If you want 
to bring in more lust and less romance, you should imagine 
yourself to have the nature of a scorpion.

In ancient time, while the Watchers from the ziggurats 
studied the skies and mankind, it came unto them that the 
natures of men were like unto the natures of animals. Man 
had within his heart and body all the natures of all the ani¬ 
mals; and yet withal his mind did keep all those animals 
subservient to his will, just as in the world he doth hold sway 
both over the beasts he hath tamed and over those which re¬ 
main wild. 

Realization came unto the Watchers that in those per¬ 
sons bom at certain times of the year some of the animal 
natures were more preponderant than others.

In the centuries since the Watchers studied the heavens, 
man's nature hath not changed, even though he now hath 
many modem marvels. Knowing the animal that thou art 
like unto, thou canst live in tune with thine own nature, or 
canst assume the nature of another. If thou dost suppress 
thine inborn nature for many moons, though, thou shouldst 
be ware; for that way lies sickness and ill health. Let thy 
nature out, and thou wilt be serene and happy.

“It’s she who’s crazy,” 
he insisted, “she and her damned house! She pays more atten¬ 
tion to polishing the floors than she ever did to me. Anyway, 
this is my last party. I’m going to shape up; otherwise she’ll 
keep on rumor-mongering and divorce me and take off with 
the children, so I’ve promised to stay home.” Though his sin¬ 
cerity was genuine, somehow his last remark didn’t ring true;

We proposed to Dr. P that we spend 
an afternoon with him and Molly, just to see whether we 
couldn’t help in some way. It so happened that we knew of a 
couple who were precisely the reverse of Dr. P and Molly. In 
their case, the husband was the home-lover and the wife the 
gregarious party-going clubwoman. We took this couple with 
us to the meeting with Molly and Dr. P. 

All we really needed to do was sit back and watch the 
chemistry do its work. The two home-lovers talked about 
paints and house colors and lawn care; after a very slow start 
on the part of Dr. P, the two gregarious types were out- 
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punning and out-quipping one another, almost rolling on the 
floor at their own cleverness, and Dr. P was catching up on 
the news of his friends among the light society of St. Louis.

A couple of months after this meeting, we ourselves 
moved to a farm some two hours’ drive from St. Louis; it 
wasn’t until years later that we learned the final chapter of 
the story. First the foursome went on a Caribbean vacation 
together; this was so successful that they started living to¬ 
gether. Very soon the two home-lovers, being so much in one 
another’s company, fell in love and divorced their mates. 

All this hassle could have been avoided had they only 
understood before their first marriages what their true na¬ 
tures were and who would make a compatible mate with 
whom. 

Using the Animal in Your Nature 

Table 1-1 shows the animals which from ancient times 
have been associated with various birthdates. Even more im¬ 
portant, it indicates the areas of life in which each date area 
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will bring strength to you. Later in this book we will get into 
fine detail on these energies from beyond the stars; but for 
now the more general strengths will give you all you need so 
that you can begin using Astromancy to improve your life. 

WHAT DO YOU NEED RIGHT NOW? 

Serenity? A burst of energy? Whatever it is, look it up in the 
left column of the table. As an example, let us consider a need 
for serenity. To gain this, you should take on the attributes of 
a fish that can swim comfortably in any layer of water and can 
gain serenity by going down from strong surface waves into 
the untroubled depths of the sea.

The Animal in Your Nature 
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Even more important, you can see from the table what 
your own natural strengths are. By making your life compati¬ 
ble with those natural strengths, you will avoid much disap¬ 
pointment and illness. 

Continuing to read along the Fish/Serenity line, you can 
see that this month of time has since ancient days been called 
Pisces. 2 If you were born near the change-over point from one 
ancient month to the next, you are indeed fortunate; because 
you will have strengths from both of the months, and through 
the techniques we will explain, can easily reinforce either 
strength as it suits your ambitions. 

The changes that occur from one sign to the next are 
gradual. One nature changes imperceptibly to another. Thus 
if you are born within three or four days of the changeover 
points of one of the months, you will have the ability readily to 
assume either identity. These months also have a convenient 
shorthand in the form of a set of symbols, one representing 
each of the twelve time periods, as shown in the table. 

We cannot emphasize enough how easy it is to assume 
the nature of another month; or, as we will show later, to use 
the power of other months to gain your ends. Remember 
which is the applicable animal; then really concentrate and act 
out that animal’s nature in your daily life; and you will au¬ 
tomatically gain all the success you need.

Even though Emily was pushing 
thirty and had thought herself firmly on the shelf, she was 
soon able to maintain the interest of three or four young men 
by using her modified nature. In this way she was able to 
select the one she liked most; she is now happily married to 
him.

He took to wearing 
much brighter colors, and bought himself a red sports car. So 
abrupt was the change in him that his bosses offered him the 
position of comptroller of one of their foreign subsidiaries.

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relax and stop tidying and straightening up and picking at 
every detail of their apartment and their life. She is still hap¬ 
pily using this image every time she finds herself making her 
family uncomfortable by those natural urges that prompt her 
to have every detail precisely correct. 

Steps to Using Basic Astromancy 

As you have already learned, basic Astromancy is simply 
the assumption for your own use of the strengths you need. 
Any strength you need is readily available in the basic nature 
of people born at some specific time of the year. When a child 
is born into a certain environment, its very first observations 
of the world imprint it with certain characteristics. In order 
to get in tune with those characteristics, you should think not 
only of the animal in the nature but also of the first things a 
newborn child sees and hears, things that are dependent on 
the season of birth. 

In order to help you magically bring to yourself the na¬ 
ture of another, you need to imagine yourself into the very 
being of that other nature. You also need to make for yourself 
amulets for each of the ancient months of the year. Figure 1-1 
shows a full set of such amulets you can make for yourself. 
Appendix I to this chapter gives you some thoughts on how a 
person’s nature is modified by the time of year in which he is 
bom. We recommend you use these thoughts to immerse 
yourself totally in your new personality. 

In order to accomplish the personality modification you 
seek, follow these steps just before that most important date 
or other event with which you need help. 

1. Decide which strength will help you. From Table 1-1 
find the birthdate, the animal, and the astrolo'gical 
name and symbol that can help you. 

2. Place the amulet for that time of year into a small bag 
of linen or natural cotton. Pin it to an undergarment 
over your heart, or suspend it around your neck.

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3. From the Appendix to this chapter, read the section 
on the time of year. Read it several times; if possible, 
commit to memory some key phrases from it. 

4. Don’t forget to wear clothing of the color appropriate 
to the time of year. 

5. As you approach the situation you wish to control, 
imagine 

a. the animal and the way it behaves; 

b. the time of year and what it means. 

The first time you try Step 5, you may find it difficult; so 
we recommend for that first attempt you sit quietly at home 
and do it. Reinforce your new nature every time you feel 
yourself slipping back or losing the strength you need. You 
can reinforce anywhere, by visualizing the animal and the 
time of year in your mind. Many people find that the quiet and 
privacy of a bathroom is ideal for the reinforcing procedure. 

Overcoming All Your Problems 

Many people are so weighed down with their problems, 
and feel so strongly that those problems are insurmountable, 
that they never attempt to change their nature or their lives. 
They are almost afraid of change! In most of these cases, 
using a ram image is all that is needed to shake them loose 
once and for all from such a defeatist pattern. Most real prob¬ 
lems become overwhelming simply because they loom so large 
in your life that you lose sight of the rest of the world. An 
effective way of getting your problems in perspective is to use 
the ram-energy image. Another efficient way is to find some¬ 
one who is worse off than yourself, and help him out of his 
difficulties. There are newspaper stories every day of people 
who have suffered birth defects or accidents, but through 
sheer willpower have recovered and made new lives for them¬ 
selves. Often these lives are better than the life they led 
before their loss. The handicap shook them loose from their 
humdrum life. Because of it, they had to be exposed to new 
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situations and new people; they found new strengths in their 
natures which allowed them to succeed where they might 
otherwise have been failures. Probably one of the most inspir¬ 
ing multiple-amputees in history is the present head of the 
Veterans’ Administration, Max Cleland. Here is a man with 
only one arm and no legs—who heads a major government 
agency. What would you think of life if you were suddenly to 
lose both your legs and most of one arm? Wouldn’t that make 
you worse off than you are right now? By helping others, and 
by seeing how those who are worse off than you have suc¬ 
ceeded, you get your own problems into perspective and can 
Astromantically deal with them one at a time, selecting each 
time the nature you need to use to overcome most easily that 
specific problem. Probably the only real handicap you must 
combat and conquer is a certain lack of strengths implicit in 
the date of your birth. Isn’t it better if you start now to 
improve your life than if you wait for some catastrophe to hit 
you?

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Understanding Thy Life Cycles 

Even the dullest-witted can easily see that thy life is 
divided naturally into rhythmic cycles, each lasting seven 
years. Just as the month of thy birth affects thy nature, even 
so the period of thy life which thou art inhabiting affects thy 
development and success. Allah in His wisdom decreed that 
every seven years thou shouldst find thyself in a different 
state of thy life. Reflect for a moment. Thy first seven years, 
thou wert tied to thy mother. Then thou didst enter school. At 
the age of U, thou didst enter early manhood or womanhood: 
what in thy time they call ‘ puberty .’ At the age of 21, thou 
didst reach a man’s estate and at 28 thou art leading a fam¬ 
ily. In my time as it is in thine, a man who is worth anything 
doth begin a new career in his 35th year . . . And thus the 
seven-year cycle repeateth itself. These various ages can be 
called Preparation, Work, Mastery, and Leadership. Know¬ 
ing that these phases exist in thy life, thou canst either abide 
by the rules that Allah in His wisdom laid down; or thou 
canst progress more rapidly around the spiral by condensing 
thy life as I will instruct thee. The one thing thou canst not 
do is ignore the effect of these phases on thy life; for if thou 
dost ignore them, thou art railing and fighting against that 
which is as immutable as the very stars in the heavens. Thou 
canst not ignore them; for they affect every living creature on 
this planet. 

Ed B Adjusts His Life Cycle

Ed was the president of a small electronics firm in 
Southern California, one that he had built up laboriously over 
seven years of hard work. Although he was president of the 
company, he was not the majority shareholder, and he was 
distraught when the firm was sold to a nationwide conglomer¬ 
ate. Ed had had an interest in the electrical energy emanating 
from animals; and because of this we had had many conversa- 
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tions with him. When we told him that he should rest on his 
laurels because he was now in a Preparation phase of his life, 
he laughed at us. He was not content to let it go at that, 
however; he wanted to break the long-term seven-year cycle 
of his life by sheer resistance—and he failed. 

After spending a couple of years and most of his savings 
in futile attempts to get back into management of an elec¬ 
tronics company, he began to believe us. His life was a wreck. 
With little or no money left, he agreed to follow the steps we 
suggested. Ed was the first subject on whom we tried Ibn 
Saud’s system to accelerate the long cycles. He decided to add 
a whole 14 years to his life cycle with the technique. 

Again, as with the technique for changing your nature, 
the seven-year cycle technique was dramatically successful. 
Ed founded a new firm and very soon was producing a com¬ 
puter terminal for a whole new generation of equipment. This 
time he retained control of his company; when he was ap¬ 
proached once more by the same conglomerate that had 
bought his previous business out from under him, he was able 
not only to make a good deal financially, but also to obtain the 
position of vice-president in charge of all research for the 
conglomerate, a position which dovetailed perfectly with the 
Mastery phase to which he had accelerated himself. He enjoys 
that position to this day. 

Using the Cycles of Your Life 

Figure II-l shows a life-cycle dial. Look at your present 
age to see what you can expect, both currently and in the near 
future. As you move around the left-hand side of the dial, 
clearly your income will increase; as you move around its 
right-hand side, your income will normally decrease. If this 
situation is not satisfactory to you, you may wish to move 
rapidly around the dial to another point on it as Ed did, so 
that you can change your long cycle from one of Preparation, 
for example, to one of Leadership. Alternatively, you may 
wish to wait and prepare yourself for the new phase of your 
life as it comes around in due course. 

As you will learn in Chapter III, you are exposed to 
every sort of energy from the heavens not just once a year, 
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Figure II-l

but once in each 24-hour period. This is the basic reason that 
astrologers are able to predict your life by making each day 
equivalent to a year. In Ibn Saud’s technique for adjusting the 
seven-year cycle, he does the same thing: Each year is made 
equivalent to one day. Thus if you wish to accelerate your 
seven-year cycle by fourteen years, you must follow the tech¬ 
nique for fourteen days; that is, for two complete seven-year 
cycles. The technique requires that you go to a .quiet place 
where you will not be under any pressure, for the number of 
days equivalent to the number of years you wish to progress 
your cycles. Within the number of days that you have decided 
upon, you must follow strictly the following regimen: 

1. For the first three days you must stay in one room, 
preferably without clothing (although a simple robe of white 
cotton does not seem to interfere with the process) and fast, 
eating only bread and honey, and drinking only water to 
which honey and vinegar have been added in the proportion of 
one teaspoon each to a glass of water. 
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2. As the second phase, you must spend a day in total 
meditation and withdrawal. During this day, nothing of the 
mundane life should be allowed to intrude upon your aware¬ 
ness. 

3. In the next three days, you may come back into the 
world again, eating and drinking anything you wish. At the 
end of this three-day cycle, when you are totally “up,” you 
should purchase a terrestrial globe, one which is capable of 
being spun on its axis. 

4. Sit now and turn the globe the number of revolutions 
that represents the years you have progressed. As you turn 
the globe, carefully see yourself spiritually and magically 
aging and entering the phase of the seven-year cycle that you 
desire. You can see this phase as the next turn upward in the 
spiral; Figure II-2 shows the life spiral in diagrammatic form.

Claire D, a former resident of Montreal, has many 
psychic gifts.

She cut down on the grocery budget; she refused 
to pay even for repair of the TV set; she would not go out to 
dinner or to a movie. All the money she saved in these ways 
she lost by playing the lottery and gambling in other ways. 

We warned her over and over that this obsession with 
money and the Big Win would make her ill, and indeed it did. 
After a bout with a psychologist she reluctantly gave up her 
dream and resigned herself to what she saw as a small, hum¬ 
drum life of drudgery in Montreal. Instead of the vivacious 
and interesting woman she had been, she now became a drab, 
sullen, embittered harridan. Bill disliked intensely this aspect 
of Claire which had been brought out by the psychologist; he 
would even have been glad for a return of the hectic times 
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before. He started to seek serenity and companionship out¬ 
side their home. Seeing this, Claire felt that life without her 
Bahamian paradise and without her husband was not worth 
living, and tried to commit suicide. This landed her in the 
hands of another psychiatrist—but this one, like Claire her¬ 
self, was a student of our School. He told her that the sudden 
change that had been forced on her nature was making her 
psychopathic, and that abrupt changes of this type were al¬ 
ways traumatic. He pointed out to her that her dream of a 
Bahamas hideaway could be fulfilled, but that her first task 
must now be to get her nature back in tune with reality. 
When this was done, then she could proceed to reestablishing 
relationships with her husband and her former friends.

He fell back on our 
old suggestion that she should teach psychic development 
classes, thereby earning a modest income which she could 
gradually build toward her dream retreat. 

Her classes were immediately successful, especially 
among businessmen; for the method she taught them to use in 
the prediction of business deals saved them hundreds of 
thousands, if not millions, of dollars.

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Diagnosing Your Life’s Path 
with a Wheel of Growth 

Ibn Saud pointed out to us that we must progressively, in 
a balanced way, review and correct any insufficiencies we 
may have in our life. Figure II-3 shows the wheel of progres¬ 
sive growth in your life. Begin first by considering your in¬ 
born nature. As you progress in a clockwise direction around 
the wheel, you see that the wheel guides you outward from 
your nature into other, more worldly, aspects of experience. 
Take the twelve symbol disks that you made for the work of 
changing your nature in Chapter I, and lay them out before 
you on a table with an enlarged copy of the chart in Figure 
II-3. Now consider each of the segments in turn. In order to 
do this, consider first your inner nature. Take the three disks 
which represent the energies that you would most like to 
bring into your nature, and place them face upward below 
your drawing of the wheel of growth. Now close your eyes. 
Place your left hand on the segment of the wheel of growth 
that you are considering, and with your right hand feel the 
energy flowing from each of the three disks you have 
selected. 1 You will feel that one of the disks gives more 
energy than the other two. Take that high-energy disk and 
place it on the first segment of your wheel of growth. Repeat 
this procedure for each succeeding segment of the wheel. As 
you progress toward the end, you will find that the symbol 
disks fall naturally into the remaining segments. Of course 
you could use several disks all having the same symbol on 
them, but this would not give you a balanced result. The idea 
in using the twelve disks and matching them to the twelve 
segments is that when you have completed the diagram you 
will have a balanced life diagnosis. 

Now by simply looking at the wheel of growth, you can 
see which symbol disk you should use in every single one of 
your life’s endeavors.

Using Your Outreach 
Personality Tuner 

The diagnostic wheel of growth that you used earlier in 
this chapter can also be used to enhance various aspects of 
your relationships with the world around you. Mrs. Jenkins 
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used the wheel to change her basic personality, her attitude 
to money, and her attitude to marriage so that she could deal 
with Earnest with these character attributes newly 
strengthened. When you are going into any particularly dif¬ 
ficult situation in your life, you should re-examine your wheel 
of growth and select from it those interface areas where modi¬ 
fication will help you achieve the end you desire. In Mrs. 
Jenkins’ case, she placed the Bull disk on Personality so that 
she could have the strength of personality of the Bull to carry 
forward her plans. She wanted to get her money back so she 
placed on the Money segment her Lion disk, which meant she 
would gain gold. In the marriage area she wished not to be 
affected by Earnest, so there she placed the light-hearted 
Magpie. She did not bother to place any disks in other areas 
because she did not feel that the other interfaces were rele¬ 
vant to her problem. 

You may find that in your own case many areas of your 
life need adjustment if you are to reach out and gain your full 
potential. To use the disks yourself, you need only think about 
the situation that you are going to go into and decide which 
interface areas need changing; then select from your symbol 
disks the appropriate animal natures that will allow you to 
fulfill your desires. Place them on the chart close to the center 
when you need a minor modification or enhancement of 
strength, and close to the outside rim when you need major 
extra strengths in your life. Figure II-4 shows the chart 
which Mrs. Jenkins carried with her during the time she 
spent successfully resolving her problems with Earnest.

United States’ Most Vital Secrets 

Time and again Ibn Saud’s words have proven true. The 
recent Korean influence-buying scandal in Washington DC is 
only one example of how the weaknesses of our government 
leaders were exploited and their strengths in office perverted 
to the advantage of South Korea. 

An agent is recruited because of character weak¬ 
nesses—weaknesses in the sexual, greed, drug, gambling, or 
other areas. Through the ages, with disquieting frequency, 
prominent men have been turned into traitors through exploi¬ 
tation of their weaknesses. Once he has been made an agent, 
the man’s strengths are used to accomplish the controller’s 
purpose. You probably know of many cases. One that seems 
to have been hushed up is the story of a sergeant in the 
United States Army. 

Sergeant M had the characteristic strong-lion traits— 
but he also had the Lion’s weakness of failing to comprehend 
when other people lied to him or did cunning and crooked 
things to him. The Russian intelligence agency, the KGB, 
were thus able to get him in their clutches. It all started when 
other people were promoted around Sergeant M and another 
man got the job in Berlin for which the Sergeant had been 
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hoping for many years. He was deeply discouraged and suf¬ 
fered a lengthy period of depression. During this time 
Sergeant M’s girlfriend Heidi introduced him to KGB agents. 
First they asked him for what seemed to be only innocuous 
information; gradually, between his fondness for Heidi and 
his honesty—for he believed that the KGB agents were ac¬ 
tually CIA agents assigned to check office security—he gave 
them more and more information. Years went by. Sergeant M 
married Heidi, got out of the Army, and took a civilian job in 
Las Vegas. Again he was approached by the KGB. They 
threatened to expose his part in the earlier espionage unless 
he reenlisted in the Army and resumed providing them with 
the information they wanted. Sergeant M realized that he had 
been tricked; but over the years his bitterness and disillusion 
had caused him to become more loyal to Heidi and her com¬ 
munist ideas than to the United States. So he did as the KGB 
asked. Eventually he was put in charge of the vault near Paris 
where all United States top-secret documents were held be¬ 
fore their distribution to American commanders in Europe.

As time went by he was 
promoted away from that position, back to Washington; thus 
the flow of information to the Communists ceased. 

Sergeant M began to go off on prolonged drinking 
binges, perhaps to assuage his conscience. During one of 
these, Heidi was questioned by FBI agents and confessed to 
the espionage in which she had collaborated. Sergeant M 
pleaded guilty and drew the maximum 25-year sentence for 
his crimes. Pentagon officials stated these crimes cost the 
United States millions of dollars because American codes and 
code equipment had to be redesigned and many strategic 
plans had to be revised. 

Diagnosing and Powering 
Those around You to New Lives 

Although we have been discussing the negative aspects 
of controlling others and getting the things you wish from 
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them, of course there is a positive aspect as well to this facet 
of Astromancy. You may find in your life’s path an obstacle in 
the form of a person who is too lethargic to help himself. If 
this person could be made to get off the dime, oftentimes your 
own path would be easier. Many times relatives assume they 
require all your attention—when in fact all they are doing is 
depending on you for things they could do themselves. In such 
a case, take an Astromantic personality chart and place their 
name or their picture at the top of it. Then place on it symbol 
disks that will make these people move in the direction you 
wish; that is, enhance the aspects of their personality that will 
bring self-reliance, wealth, lovers, whatever is required, into 
their life. In this way you can get out from under the burden 
they represent, and will be free to proceed along your path 
more easily. 


Putting the Knowledge of 
This Chapter to Use in Your Life 

Every journey to a better life has to have a beginning. 
We recommend that you make that beginning today by learn¬ 
ing which of the seven-year cycles you are actually in and 
deciding whether or not that is the correct cycle for the life 
plan you have formulated for yourself. For instance: If at this 
stage of your life plan you are trying to be a successful leader 
but you are not in a leadership phase, then the first thing you 
must do is adjust your life phasing as described in the early 
pages of this chapter. 

Having adjusted your life phasing, you can diagnose for 
yourself your life’s new path and establish which strengths 
you need to enhance for achievement of your long-term goals. 
As you progress along your path, occasionally you will have 
particular obstacles to overcome. These are the times when 
you should use your Astromancy personality chart to tune 
your interfaces with the world so that you can maximize your 
appropriate strengths. 
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People nowadays are so willing to talk about their birth- 
dates and what their birth sign means that it is child’s play to 
get them to agree to your ‘doing a reading’ for them. In this 
way you can penetrate their innermost nature, learning what 
their weaknesses are and what strengths you can reach 
through those weaknesses.

Fear is engendered by a lack of understanding. This is 
particularly true of subjects like the religion of Witchcraft, 
and of the occult sciences.

• Allow you to establish and define your nature 

• Allow you to make long-term changes in your nature to

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Energy from Beyond the Stars 

In the velvet of a desert night thou canst see in the vault 
of heaven as many stars as there are grains of sand on the 
beach of the Arabian Sea. The almighty Source of all our life, 
the god whom some worship that is called the Sun, is merely a 
very small one of these stars in the edge of the wheel of our 
galaxy—which itself is but one among many . 1 During the 
7,000 years when the Babylonians meditated on the dif¬ 
ferences between men bom at various times of the year, they 
used the stars which were rising in the east at dawn as their 
calendar. They based their calculations on what my fathers 
told me was 370,000 years of observations; yet even these 
epochs are minute compared to the life of the great cosmos 
wherein we dwell. The constellations of stars that the Babylo¬ 
nians used were only the fingers of the clock, for it is the 
seasons of the year and the energies from beyond space which 
shape men to their natures, not which small local star ap- 
peareth at dawn. Yet we still use the names the Babylonians 
gave the seasons of the year, even though these constellations 
have moved on in their timeless progression. When thou 
viewest the sky, thou unit look in vain for Regulus, the central 
star of Leo, on the horizon on 22 July. It dwelleth there no 
longer. Instead thou wilt see Castor and Pollux, the twins of 
Gemini.

Each morning the daily rotation of the earth bringeth 
into view the almighty life-giving Sun. In their egotistical 
way, westerners say that the Sun t rises; , yet in sooth all 
people know that it is our poor planet earth whose eastern 
bound doth sink from view so that we may view the immov¬ 
able and eternal giver of life. If thou art to gain even the most 
minute understanding of the part thou playest and of thy

When thou hast viewed the dawn for 
several successive moms, thou wilt welcome those shining 
rays; and in welcoming them thou wilt be revitalized. 

I do not think it necessary for thee to learn the arcane 
Arabic words with which my people welcome the Sun; but it is 
indeed wise for thee to acknowledge its presence, for in that 
way thou wilt realize more fully thou art a part of the great 
cosmos in which all live. 


Greg Recharges Himself

Greg L works for a large aerospace concern in San Lean¬ 
dro. At the time he wrote to us he was having great difficulty 
in keeping up with his work; in the aerospace recession he 
feared he would be laid off because of the tremendous las¬ 
situde he could not seem to shake off. His problem basically 
stemmed from the fact that his job required that he travel 
between Los Angeles, Europe, and Australia at least once 
each month. He told us in his letters that when he first got 
the position, having won out over several rivals, he seemed to 
have plenty of vitality; but that recently this vitality had 
ebbed and had been replaced by a need to sleep continually. 
Before writing to us, he had visited no less than three physi¬ 
cians and a specialist; so he knew that there was nothing 
organically wrong and that his diet, if not perfect, was at least 
adequate. 

First we asked Greg about any psychological problems 
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he might be having with his job or in his personal life; so far as 
we could tell from the replies, Greg was happily married with 
a wife who understood that when he was away for long 
periods he occasionally needed a woman’s friendly compan¬ 
ionship. Although he was worried because of the recession, he 
felt that in his area of the business, especially with the pros¬ 
pect of future sales in the Mideast, he should be secure—and, 
when he wasn’t feeling sleepy, he was indeed most enthusias¬ 
tic about his future prospects. 

This puzzling case was resolved only through meditation. 
We found that though Greg had traveled around and walked 
outdoors in the foreign cities he visited when he was new to 
his job, he gradually had ceased this practice, especially when 
he found his first European lady friend. He began to stay 
more and more indoors; even when he came home, his atten¬ 
tive wife’s having done most of the garden chores meant that 
he could stay indoors and enjoy her company more. 

Greg simply was not receiving enough of the sun’s vital 
energy. Coupled with the jet lag that repeatedly troubled him 
in his travel from one time zone to another, this put his whole 
system out of tune with the great natural circadian rhythm. 
(The circadian rhythm is the biological clock by which your 
body normally regulates itself; the regular changes from light 
to dark that allow you to know what time of day it is even 
without a watch.) 

If you have to stay indoors a lot and travel frequently as 
Greg did, you lose the ability to know the time in your locale 
and even what season of the year it is. This means that your 
mind does not know when it is time to sleep and when it is 
time to eat, and the whole metabolism becomes confused and 
goes into a lethargic state. 

Our meditation told us that this was Greg’s specific prob¬ 
lem. Additionally, our meditation indicated that he had 
recently come under great pressure in a fierce competition 
with a French firm for aircraft sales to Iraq. Our next letter to 
Greg gave him something of a shock: No one was supposed to 
know of the Iraqui negotiations, especially not a couple of 
Witches in Missouri! It was probably because of the jolt he 
got from this knowledge that he so closely followed our in- 
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structions. They were: “For the next month, never miss a 
sunrise.” 

That view of the sunrise totally changed Greg. From the 
lethargic, pallid salesman, he became once again a dynamic 
junior executive. With the rearrangements caused by the 
aerospace recession, and because his firm was not feeling the 
pinch as badly as others were—principally owing to Greg’s 
sales efforts—he was promoted to sales manager. No longer 
needing to travel so often, he was able to spend more time 
with his wife and family in his own garden, naturally getting 
health-giving energy from the sun. 

Your Personal Ritual of the Sunrise 

If your body looks pallid and feels weary as so many do 
nowadays, you can immensely improve your looks and feel¬ 
ings by welcoming the sun each morning. Seeing the sun rise 
on its appointed track each day for as short a time as one 
month will completely change your nature. The steps in the 
ritual given below have been used since time immemorial; 
they are not difficult to follow. 

Find for yourself a small, quiet place from which you can 
view the eastern horizon. Even in the midst of a city there 
will be a rooftop or some other place that you can use. From 
Table III-l you can arrange your time so that you arrive 
perhaps thirty minutes before the rim of the sun appears 
above the eastern horizon. Sit comfortably and wait. Gaze 
intently at the horizon, and in this time consider your small 
problems. Turn your eye inward and examine your nature. 
Ask for guidance in your life. Suddenly as the sun appears you 
will see a light breaking through the darkness; for just as the 
sun illuminates the world, so your problems will be illumi¬ 
nated and answers will suggest themselves. As you watch the 
sun in its rapid climb into the heavens, with your mind con¬ 
trast your problems with the sun’s mighty power, its endless 
round when it illuminates millions upon millions of lives. Your 
problems will then appear far less dreadful. 

As the sun clears the horizon, no matter what the 
weather, lay aside your robe and stand, so that the sun’s vital 
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life-giving energies can fall on your skin. You will find it bene¬ 
ficial to hold the palms of your hands toward the sun and to 
tilt your head back just a little. If you are standing on the 
natural earth, it is well to have your feet bare and to spread 
them perhaps 2Vz feet apart. Stand thus for at least a minute, 
feeling the energy on your skin. Then put your robe on and 
begin your day refreshed, with more understanding of the 
real problems in your life and their relationship to the gran¬ 
deur of the cosmos. 

You have seen the great stars hanging in the firmament, 
and you can now understand that the energies received on our 
planet come from the furthest reaches of space. The energies 
that shape our being are not dependent on the small move¬ 
ments over a few hundred years of local stars; they are above 
and beyond that. 

Do not return to bed after this observance of the sunrise; 
for if you sleep before beginning work, you will lose much of 
what has been gained. 

Some people like to recite words of praise and thanks. In 
our opinion, words are so unworthy that we prefer simply to 
let our thoughts (which are also heard) speak for us.

Julie C, a New York mother of five, named her youngest 
daughter after herself so that the girl became, of all things, 
Julie Junior. The mother had a tremendous interest in the 
occult and almost an obsession with astrology. Knowing that 
Julie Junior would be her last child, she shopped from as¬ 
trologer to astrologer having chart after chart drawn, though 
she refused to acknowledge any ‘negative’ predictions. She 
maintained a perennial hope that something really extravagant 
would show up to make a special case of this little girl. Every 
astrologer who drew a natal chart for Julie Junior seemed to 
shake his or her head sadly over the terrible aspects that it 
showed. Julie Senior literally worried herself sick with her 
efforts to keep these bad aspects from affecting Julie Junior. 
As Julie Junior grew up, she could not help noticing her 
mother’s concern and the peculiar way in which every so often 
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she was kept in the house for several days. Julie Senior con¬ 
vinced herself that she was able to control the bad aspects of 
Julie Junior’s chart and that the child was saved from a series 
of disasters only by her careful, diligent concern. Julie Junior 
was a bright child, and finally she asked her mother point 
blank what was going on. Instead of telling the truth, Julie 
Senior told her she was hexed, and that unless she followed 
the strict routine her mother asked of her, terrible things of 
the ‘bogeyman will get you’ variety would happen to her. The 
mother’s attitude of unspecified dread badly frightened Julie 
Junior, and gradually she became introspective and with¬ 
drawn from the world. Her father Paige noticed these 
changes in his daughter, but Julie Senior was such a 
domineering woman that there was little he could do to soften 
Julie Junior’s belief in the hex about which her mother con¬ 
stantly talked. The little girl went through her entire child¬ 
hood with this ‘hex’ hanging over her. It followed her through 
puberty and blighted her life because the mother used it to 
justify denying her the dates and the freedom that her 
schoolmates enjoyed. 

Finally, inevitably, Julie Senior’s worst fears were 
realized. Julie Junior fell sick of a non-specific disease which 
just wasted her away. A friend of ours, a very capable as¬ 
trologer from Phoenix, Arizona, was the last of a long series 
of astrologers that Julie Senior now consulted. 

When Julie Senior told him that the little girl had 
avoided all the negative events foretold for her, he knew that 
there was something badly awry in the casting of her earlier 
charts; for although it is possible to avoid one or two negative 
aspects in a chart, no one can avoid them all for year after 
year. He questioned Julie Senior closely about the child’s ac¬ 
tual birth. He learned (not really to his surprise) that she had 
had a long difficult pregnancy with Julie Junior and that the 
doctors had finally induced labor. Thus the girl’s birthdate 
was purely arbitrary and her birth time totally meaningless. 
The true birth time, the time at which Julie Junior should 
have been born under her correct influences, was quite dif¬ 
ferent from the time at which she had been artifically forced 
into the world. Our astrologer friend then took significant 
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facts from Julie Junior’s life and constructed a horoscope that 
would fit those facts. This horoscope was far more positive 
than any of the previous ones which had been cast for her. It 
also showed clearly the onset of her present illness, but re¬ 
vealed that the illness would very rapidly go into remission. 

Julie Senior was wiped out by the astrologer’s reve¬ 
lations. She thought (rather selfishly) of all the work she had 
done to avoid the negative aspects which she had believed 
would affect Julie Junior. After she had overcome her shock, 
she began to think of how to tell her daughter that the ‘hex’ 
had been lifted. With Paige’s prodding, she eventually told 
the truth; and after regaining her health, Julie Junior gradu¬ 
ally began to lose her fear of the hex. The disillusion Julie 
Senior felt was so thorough that she no longer places so much 
reliance on natal charts as she used to; consequently she is 
not the astrology bore that she was, and those around her are 
far more comfortable in her presence. In fact she has gained 
many new friends. 

The Microcosm and the Macrocosm 

Figure III-l shows more clearly than words can how the 
cosmic energies come from outer space and reach the earth. 
The circular band of astrological symbols represents the an¬ 
cient timeclock that tells you which month of the year you are 
in. Thus once a year the earth is bombarded by each of the 
energies. This is what is called the macrocosmic effect. 
But—and this is a most important ‘but’—during each day in 
the microcosm of our earth as it rotates on its own axis, you 
are also exposed to each of the energies. This is the mi- 
crocosmic effect. 

A day can therefore be equated to a year. This is how 
astrologers cast charts: They equate each day to a future year 
in your life. This is called ‘progressing 5 a chart. Now the hour 
of your birth becomes important; for as the earth rotates, 
every two hours you come under the influence of a different 
energy. This is why errors in the timing of charts can so 
dramatically affect predictions or in fact a whole segment of 
life, as in the case of Julie Junior.

Time Out in Thy Life 

When the warrior is knocked senseless on the battlefield 
and is brought back from the grave by ministrations of the 
physicians, he oftentimes awakeneth as a different person. 
Sometimes a man is taken with a seizure, and when it passeth 
he too is changed. Study of such people by the learned men of 
old hath clearly shown that this time out of their lives doth 
affect their nature in important ways; that in fact they have 
been reborn into a new life and time. Sometimes in sooth it is 
to their benefit—but other times it is to their detriment. Even 
in thy life thou must have heard cases of such men as the 
successful merchant who had a seizure of the heart and be¬ 
came unable to deal with his associates in the harsh market 
in the competitive manner that made him successful. 

Thou canst use this well-guarded secret to change thy 
life; for all thou hast to do is artificially pause in thy daily 
rounds and be reborn with the energies thou needest in order 
to be successful in thine endeavors. Just as the bear hiber¬ 
nates in winter, so thou canst take time out of thy life and 
become of a different nature. 

Nothing in This World Is Changeless 

No matter how thou complainest about thy life, at this 
moment thy life fitteth thee. It is the best life thy nature can 
obtain. Even though thou mayestfeel thou art fitted for better 
things, still the world is a wonderful place in which to live 
and thou shouldst enjoy it as thou findest it. Though perhaps 
it liketh thee not, be assured that nothing is changeless. Even 
as the trees drop their leaves in winter, so thou canst change 
thy coloration and thy nature, and thereby change thy life. 
The trees drop their leaves and change their colors slowly, 
and thou must do the same. Decide on thy goal and change 
thy nature so that obtaining the objective is assured. 
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There are many mirages in the desert, and we all know 
that these mirages reflect real places; however, if thou hast no 
camel, thou canst never hope to reach the oasis of the mirage. 
First thou must acquire thy camel—and in this simile I mean 
the camel to represent the nature thou needest to gain thy 
desire. If thou art of a Magpie nature, it is exceeding difficult 
to become a merchant. If thou art of a Swan nature it is 
exceeding difficult to be faithful to thy spouse. Thus it is that 
thy nature must be changed as a first step on the short path to 
thine ultimate success. But be assured that thou canst change 
thy nature, merely by pausing a while in thy present state 
and awakening in the hour when the earth hath brought thee 
under the place in the heavenly firmament from which come 
the energies thou needest. 


Mona’s Death Revitalizes Her Life

Mona P is now a highly successful advertising executive, 
though friends tell us that for many years she was a mousy 
nonentity. The change in Mona’s life took place when she had 
what is now called the ‘near-death’ or ‘return from beyond’ 
experience. She was involved in a near-fatal car accident; and 
when she regained consciousness in a hospital after being ‘out’ 
for almost two days, she recounted the typical death-and- 
retum encounter with Shining Ones (Beings of Light) that is 
now recognized as a genuine phenomenon undergone by many 
people. 

From the mousy little woman that she had been, Mona 
returned a dynamic go-getting women’s-libber. It was almost 
as if she had been possessed of a new spirit during the time 
she was unconscious. Her husband, who later divorced her, 
contacted us because he wanted an exorcism done so that his 
wife would return to her old doormat way of behaving; in the 
old way she never argued with him but always fell in immedi¬ 
ately with his plans and suggestions. After we had analyzed 
her personality, we told him we could find no sign of a posses- 
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sing entity and that we would therefore not even consider 
conducting an exorcism. We carefully reviewed the time of 
the accident, Mona’s birthdate, and the time at which she 
returned to this world from her coma. We learned that the 
quiet Fish had in fact become a dynamic Scorpion. Mona was 
no longer satisfied, of course, with her housewifely role and 
quickly found herself a job with an advertising agency. That 
job allowed full range of her Scorpio cunning and determina¬ 
tion. 

Since that time she has never looked back; and recently 
she told us she was now earning in the five-figure bracket, but 
was planning to retire because she yearned for a quieter life. 
We took this as a clear sign that the change in her nature 
accomplished by the accident was wearing off. 

Re-Enter the Womb and Be Reborn 

The point is that you too can artificially do what was 
forced on Mona and on many other people. In Chapter I you 
learned how to perform a short-term reordering of your life. 
We will now give you a technique that will change you for 
many months; and sometimes, as in Mona’s case, even for a 
year or two. 

In order to take time out of your life artificially, you 
must go through a rebirth experience. This is accomplished 
by retiring from the world for a short period. Ibn Saud rec¬ 
ommended that it be done by being buried alive; but we have 
found that if you confine yourself to a small, completely dark¬ 
ened room for the required period, the same effect is achieved 
as if you had actually been buried alive. An under-stair closet 
or something of that nature is quite large enough for this 
reordering of your life. We have even known people who 
achieved the result by curtaining off their bed and lying under 
it. 

The best results are achieved when you sew or arrange 
to have sewn a tunnel of fabric through which you can crawl 
into and out of the small warm dark space you select for this 
experience. All you have to do is select a time when you will 
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not be disturbed; go into your artificial womb under your own 
sign; and emerge from it under the sign that you desire to 
become. 

Your Modern Guide to Changing 
Your Birth Date and Time 

Thou must be forewarned that whate’er thou dost, it 
must be with a plan. I have cautioned thee before that thou 
needest a map for any journey and especially dost thou need 
a map for thy life. Using the techniques I taught thee, thou 
canst prepare a map showing how thou shouldst add energies 
to thy life. From this, thou canst decide what new sun sign 
will benefit thee most greatly. It is assuredly true that all the 
parts of thy life are interconnected and when thou changest 
one area of it thou inevitably changest the other areas as well. 
Thou canst not change thy nature without changing thine 
entire life, the relationships with thy friends, and with thy 
spouse and children. When thou deliberately redrawest the 
map of thy life, thou reconstructest the whole map, not part of 
it; for when the Wheel of the Heavens tumeth above thy head, 
all its spokes turn as one. One spoke cannot turn without the 
others. Care and planning must therefore be observed so that 
thou gainest what it is that thou desirest, instead of some 
awful surprise for all thy work and planning. 

Change Your Life This Month — 

Not Next 

By following the steps outlined below, you can change 
your life. 

1. Choosing Your New Life —First complete the work of 
Chapter II; then you will know which new sign will bring you 
the nature you need for success. Now look at Figure III-2. 
Trace out the two halves of the figure onto card, and pin them 
together at their centers. This ‘Dial an Energy Unit’ is de-

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signed so that you can readily calculate the time between any 
two of the energies coming from different areas of the cosmos. 
You can also calculate the time after dawn that any desired 
energy will be available. See how many hours separate your 
present birth month from the one you want to have. Simply 
place the arrow on your present birth sign, and read off how 
many hours later the sign you want occurs. Figure III-3 
shows a typical example, in which the subject goes from a 
Libra (Swan) to an Aries (Ram); that is, twelve hours. The 
dial is set for 1 June, when the dawn sign is Gemini.

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2. Necessary Equipment —If the number of hours you 
calculate in Step 1 is small, all you will need is your warm 
room and something to lie on. If the time of transition is 
longer, however, you will need some simple food and water, 
and a container for body wastes. In either case, you will need 
a timer that you will be able to set and leave running outside 
your room so that from inside the room you can hear it go off. 
You are not allowed candles or reading material or radios or 
any distraction whatsoever in the room. The time you spend 
in being reborn is a time entirely apart from your life. 

3. Calculating the Time to Enter and Leave the 
Womb —The new moon represents a time of new beginnings, 
and it is well to arrange your rebirth so that it occurs on a day 
soon after new moon. Look at your dial and set it for the dawn 
time of the day you have chosen. You can learn the time of 
dawn from your own observation of sunrise or from Table 
III-l. Then you will be able to see when during the day the 
two-hour period occurs that is the sign of your actual birth; 
that is, the sign you wish to forsake. You should enter your 
artificial womb at the center of this time period, and should 
set the timer so that you will leave your artificial womb at the 
center of the time period for the sign you desire to become. It 
is best to make sure that no one else will be in the area while 
you are undertaking your rebirth; for as we have said, this is a 
time apart, a time when you do not wish to be concerned with 
things of this world. 

4. Doing It —Crawl into your artificial womb at the ap¬ 
pointed hour and curl up on your bed in a position as close to 
the fetal position as you can manage; that is, knees under chin 
and arms wrapped around your folded legs. Whatever you do, 
be comfortable; for you will want to remain in this position for 
as long as you can. Lie there in the dark comfort of the artifi¬ 
cial womb and think carefully of the new life you are about to 
enter. Imagine it in detail. Go over it again and again in your 
mind. Live each facet of it. See how it will be improved over 
your former life. Return to your childhood and imagine in 
your mind how events that went wrong in those early days 
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would have been more positive. Gloat a little, if you will, over 
the comfortable new life you are soon going to have. Doze and 
drift. Soon you will hear the timer. Now you must kick your 
feet out and make swimming motions with your hands. 
Stretch and take on your new identity. Crawl out through 
your tunnel into the world. Breathe as deeply as you can for a 
moment or two. If you feel like weeping, weep. 

Many students say that they look on the world with new 
eyes after being reborn in this way; that clothes which they 
had previously thought perfectly satisfactory are no longer 
acceptable, so the first thing they have to do is go out and buy 
new outfits harmonious with their new color taste and per¬ 
sonality. 

Hal Modifies His Nature 
and Gains His Life’s Ambition

A simple case to illustrate this method is that of Hal T, 
who wrote to us from Madison, Wisconsin. All his young life 
he had wanted to be a successful big-league umpire. He had 
undergone the necessary training and had scored some suc¬ 
cesses as a minor-league umpire. At that time we were at the 
height of our investigation into Ibn Saud’s method, and we 
felt we had in Hal an ideal subject. He had been born with the 
nature of a Libra, and we suggested that to become a success¬ 
ful umpire he should attempt to change that nature to the 
more aggressive domineering Arian type. He carried out our 
instructions to the letter. It was obvious from his very next 
letter that dear, lovable Hal was now starting to become ag¬ 
gressive. Soon he got his heart’s desire and became a major- 
league umpire. 

“Welcome, Infant Soul” 

When thou wast bom into the world, thou wast allowed 
to take up thy tasks slowly. Thou didst go to school. Thou 
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didst learn to sow and to reap under thy father's gentle tute¬ 
lage. When thou art reborn and takest on a new identity, thou 
must learn to use that new identity slowly and carefully; 
otherwise thou unit overreach thy capabilities. Just as the 
child learns, so must thou learn. The child takes many years 
to learn; but again, because of the correspondence between the 
heavenly wheel and the rotation of the planet on which thou 
livest, years can be replaced with days.

Chapter Four 


ASTROMANTIC 
ASTRAL TRAVEL 


What This Chapter Can Do for You 

Who requires no disguise? Who cannot be seen? It could 
be you. You can learn to travel without your body, and by 
doing so, can spy on anyone you wish without his even having 
the least hint that you have ‘overlooked’ his life. Not only can 
you see what goes on, but you can also hear what other people 
are saying about you. Further, as you will see in this chapter, 
you can travel backward and forward in time. You can travel 
into the inner and outer realms of the spirit world where you 
can contact both your overself and higher intelligences to get 
many of your problems answered. Thousands upon thousands 
of people have learned how to accomplish this technique for 
traveling without the body. However, for most people it is a 
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very hit-or-miss experience. Sometimes it works easily; 
sometimes great difficulty is experienced in their attempts to 
leave the body. In a previous book 1 we explained how these 
techniques could be used. Ibn Saud was rather critical of what 
we had told people to do, because he thought that (at least for 
some people) there is an easier method. After experimenting 
with his method, we have concluded that, as usual, he is abso¬ 
lutely correct. 

As you progress through this chapter you will see how 
Astromancy plays a key role in the method Ibn Saud pro¬ 
posed. His method has now been tested with many hundreds 
of our School’s students. 


Esther Comes to Love Her New 
Neighbors

Esther M is a widowed grandmother living alone in an 
apartment house in the Bronx, New York. She has been 
mugged several times and as a result of these muggings she 
took our course in Witchcraft to learn how to avoid any further 
repetition of these miserable experiences. Things were going 
quite well for Esther until her good friend and next-door 
neighbor, Golda K, and her husband moved to Florida. Their 
empty apartment was taken over by two leather-jacketed 
youngsters who to Esther were the epitome of all she feared. 
The man wore a black vest over old shirts with their sleeves 
removed; the girl favored black boots with painfully high 
heels, and the jeans she wore were even more greasy than her 
hair. Even the deadbolt and the chain on her door were not 
sufficient protection in Esther’s mind from the evil and horror 
that the youngsters and their constant stream of visitors rep¬ 
resented to her. Night after night she lay awake wondering 
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whether she would soon hear her door being broken down as a 
prelude to the rape and violation of herself and her beloved 
possessions that she dreaded. As she watched through the 
peep-hole in her door, she saw many small animals being car¬ 
ried into the apartment. . . yet very rarely saw any animals 
come out, and only very occasionally heard any animal-type 
sounds. 

We told Esther to call the building superintendent or the 
police and report what she had seen. She did; but because in 
the past she had come to be known as a busybody and some¬ 
one prone to cry ‘Wolf!’, they put her down as a paranoid 
meddler. Very little follow-up was done, for the police cer¬ 
tainly couldn’t get a search warrant on what little evidence 
Esther could provide them. 

We ourselves astral-traveled to the apartment of 
Esther’s new neighbors. We got a happy surprise when we 
found that they were actually caring for very sick animals and 
that they were the nicest of young people, people whom any 
neighbor would really like to know. Because of this happy 
surprise, we told Esther what was going on and that she 
should not worry; but just telling her was not enough. After 
several letters had passed back and forth in which Esther 
expressed more and more concern, we suggested that she try 
astral traveling with Ibn Saud’s method; for we knew she had 
tried astral traveling before but had been unsuccessful. 

Here then we had a very uptight lady, a subject whom 
most teachers of astral travel would have rejected as being 
far too tense ever to leave her body behind; however, in just 
three weeks Esther reported she had been able to travel to 
her neighbors’ apartment. When she saw what they were 
doing, she offered to look after the animals while the young 
people went to their jobs each day. This was a tremendous 
relief to the young couple because they had often had to take 
days off to look after animals that needed constant attention. 
It has also been a boon to Esther, because now she has many 
friends in the younger community and realizes she had not 
only misjudged them but needed them as they needed her. 
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Anyone Can Astral Travel 

If Esther can do it, you can do it. All it requires is the 
correct frame of mind which will allow you to leave your re¬ 
laxed body behind while your spirit travels by itself. This is a 
perfectly safe and well-known procedure. You probably al¬ 
ready astral travel every night when you dream. You may 
even have had that well-known ‘deja-vu’ experience, where 
you know that you have never actually visited a place—yet 
you feel totally familiar with it and can even tell precisely 
what you will see around the next comer. What has happened 
to you is this: You have in fact actually visited the place which 
you are now visiting for the first time in your body. Many 
scientific experiments have been conducted which prove that 
astral travel can be produced on demand, and that people can 
remember what they see and do during such trips. Various 
intelligence agencies in Russia and the United States have 
demonstrated that highly classified documents can be exam¬ 
ined by the astral traveler even though the documents are 
sealed in steel vaults where security guards are on duty 24 
hours a day. 

At this point you may be afraid that something will hap¬ 
pen to your spirit or your body if you dissociate them from 
each other. You must know that there is a solid, life-long 
connection between the two halves of yourself; and provided 
you follow directions when you trip out, no possible harm can 
come to your body. As soon as the least thing goes wrong in 
the environment of your body, your spirit will instantane¬ 
ously be drawn back into it. How many times have you seen a 
child trembling on the edge of a swimming pool? How many 
times have you seen that same child a few short hours later 
thoroughly enjoying splashing about or even swimming in 
that same pool? Fear of the unknown is a terrible thing. All 
we can tell you is this: Just as in swimming, millions of people 
have done it before you; they have thoroughly enjoyed the 
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experience and the power the technique gives them. If you 
don’t take that first plunge, you will never succeed. We know 
that taking it is difficult; but be assured it is completely safe 
so long as you follow a few simple directions. 

Helping Yourself to Leave Your Body 

Certain people by nature are far more relaxed than 
others. As thou knowest, this hath nothing to do with thine 
intelligence or aught else except the sign in whose time thou 
wert bom. Thus itfolloweth naturally that if thou choosest 
the correct personality thou wilt be able to relax and leave thy 
body. Verily, for each endeavor thou canst possibly imagine, 
there is a time of birth appropriate; for as thy poor planet 
carries thee under the great Wheel of the Heavens, so thou 
dost enjoy all the benefits that these powers from beyond thy 
universe bestow on thee. In the land of the Pharaohs in time 
before time was bom, surgeons discovered that if a body was 
detached from its spirit, serious operations could be under¬ 
taken without harm. People set at hard labor for their sins 
can tell thee that they also can leave their bodies and watch 
them tirelessly work. But this technique of detaching was 
lost, as many other great discoveries have been lost, when the 
Christian destroyer Gregory commanded that the great works 
of antiquity recorded in Egyptian papyri be destroyed. 

The great secret of the travel of thy spirit without thy 
body was contained in the great library of Alexandria which 
the woman mathematician and librarian Hypatia did defend 
unto her death at the hands of the Christian. At great risk and 
sacrifice, small fragments of this knowledge were carried 
unto the Sheik Abdullah Al Mamun, who in our “City of 
Peace.” Dar-al-Salam, translated and kept these sacred 
fragments so that knowledge would not be lost to the people of 
the Prophet. Inshallah! It is this great knowledge that I, Ibn 
Saud, will now reveal to thee. 
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Gunter Survives the Car Crash

Gunter V worked as an aerospace sales manager for a 
major concern in West Germany. He spent much time in the 
United States, culminating in a two-year assignment in 
southern California. While he was in southern California he 
learned to astral travel, and became acquainted with all the 
minor benefits of this skill. He found, for instance, that when 
he visited the dentist he could readily leave his body in the 
chair and from a spot near the ceiling could watch the dentist 
perform his work, feeling none of the pain or the fear that 
usually accompanied such visits. 

Gunter little knew how soon his capability would be put 
to the test. The second day after his return to Germany, he 
set out to visit his father in the Bavarian mountains. He must 
have forgotten the difference between the no-speed-limit 
travel on German autobahns and the slow speed limit in the 
United States. He lost control of his car on the autobahn, and 
totaled it. He was trapped within the car; and although he 
was losing only a little blood, he was in terrible mind-blinding 
pain. He knew that if he didn’t get out of his body he would 
soon die, for the pain was so intense that no one could have 
endured it for long and kept his sanity. Somehow even in this 
terrible situation he managed, as he had done so many times 
before, to leave his body. Immediately the pain disappeared. 
He could see his body grotesquely twisted in the shattered 
car, yet he could feel no pain. Soon he saw the ambulance 
coming and the autobahn police rescue squad working to re¬ 
lease his body from the wreckage. He followed closely as his 
body was transported to the hospital. He watched intently as 
the doctors set the twisted limbs. He listened as they said, 
“Now it is in the hands of the gods. As soon as he recovers 
consciousness we will be able to tell whether he is going to 
make it.” 

Tentatively Gunter slipped back into his body. Yes, it 
was painful; but not unbearably so. He opened his eyes and 
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stirred. From there on his recovery was rapid. Several times 
the hospital physicians told him what a good thing it was that 
he was unconscious when he was brought in; for if he had been 
conscious, they felt his mind might have been damaged by the 
pain. Of course Gunter never told them that his unconscious¬ 
ness was intentional. 

Your Basic Astromantic 
Astral Travel Technique 

In the midst of his diatribe against the people who killed 
Hypatia, Ibn Saud gave us the clue to the secret of successful 
astral travel. You must change your personality so that you 
can relax and travel without your body. This brings us to the 
essential fact: It is the spirit that travels and goes on, and it is 
the spirit which is affected by the techniques which Ibn Saud 
recommends. In an ancient holy book, the Rig Veda, it is 
written that your spirit and your body are like a driver and a 
chariot; and it is said that the reins of the chariot are Wisdom. 
The spirit drives and controls the chariot just as you drive and 
control an automobile. You would not drive an automobile 
that you couldn’t make obey your commands. It is the real 
You, the spirit, that is in control; and you—the real You— 
who is affected by Astromantic forces. It is not your body that 
you change; it is the spirit. 

If you wished to compete in the Olympic Games, you 
would have to train your body so that it was like a fine-tuned 
racing car. That might not be possible, though; your body 
may be in the shape of a good old comfortable family sedan. 
You cannot expect a sedan-style body to respond to a spiritual 
command that tells it to do something beyond its capability. 
However, you can and should expect that the spirit remain in 
control and can direct the body to do almost everything that is 
needed to make your life easy and comfortable. This is espe¬ 
cially true with respect to astral travel. 

The personality of your spirit may be such that you are 
too tense to leave your position of control behind the steering 
wheel, like the people who drive into a hamburger stand and 
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instead of eating comfortably at a table, eat their hamburger 
on their lap in the car. Remember: The spirit is in control. It 
dan leave the body any time it wishes, without risk. 

Experimental results clearly show that those people who 
are born in the time of Cancer the Crab have the personality 
which most easily allows their spirit to travel astrally. Thus 
you should modify your personality to that of a Cancer, using 
the technique we have previously shown you, before you start 
the experimental procedures that will allow you to leave your 
body. We suggest that you do not use a rebirth system for 
this, but rather the very simple technique described in Chap¬ 
ter I. Once you have satisfactorily modified your personality 
to that of a Cancer, you should proceed as follows: 

1. Equipment 

A. Find a comfortable chair. It should be con¬ 
structed of wood or of wood and fabric; there is 
to be in its makeup no iron or steel and an abso¬ 
lute minimum of non-ferrous metal. Further, it 
should contain no materials of animal origin, 
such as wool, leather, bone, or silk. 

B. Find a quiet-running timer. 

C. Find a loose robe of cotton. 

D. Find a container of salt. 

2. Location —Select a place. Somewhere in your home 
there is a spot suitable for your work. The requirements are, 
in order of importance: 

A. A solid wall running north and south. 

B. An area along that wall that is not near heavy 
electric cabling or metal objects. 

C. An absolute minimum of clutter. Books and 
newspapers are particularly undesirable because 
of the busy thought patterns they engender. 

D. A location as close to the sky as possible. 

3. Time —Establish a time for this practice, and stick 
with it. The factors influencing the hour chosen vary from 
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individual to individual, but here are some things that should 
be considered. 

A. When will you be able to be uninterrupted? 

B. Can you keep this appointment every day unless 
something unforeseen interferes? 

C. Will your mind be free of petty work and house¬ 
hold problems during the selected time? 

D. Is the sun below the horizon at the time you have 
chosen? 

4. Getting Things Arranged —If your wall is not quite 
true north-south, arrange the chair so that you face the cardi¬ 
nal point. Subdue the light entering the room. Turn off any 
mechanical contrivances; shut off the power from nearby ca¬ 
bles. Use the salt to draw an unbroken circle around you 
clockwise on the floor. Sit in the chair you have selected with 
your back to the wall, preferably facing eastward (though 
westward is also acceptable). Set the timer for fifteen min¬ 
utes. Have your legs uncrossed, your hands resting with 
palms up on your thighs. Tilt your head back very slightly. 
Absolutely relax all muscles in your body. Open your aura, 
the protective force field around you. Lay back your robe at 
the front while you mentally picture yourself surrounded by a 
pale white glow or halo of light. When you are settled and 
comfortable, with your eyes closed say aloud, “Spirits of mis¬ 
chievous intent, spirits of lower entities, you cannot cross this 
sacred line.” As you say this affirmation, imagine yourself 
sitting at the center of a sphere of blue-white light. You are 
surrounded above and below by a complete, impenetrable 
sphere of protection. 

5. Getting Out —Visualize yourself standing outside the 
salt circle looking back at your relaxed body. Imagine your¬ 
self outside the circle. Visualize as clearly as you can what 
your body looks like sitting in the chair. Now step a pace 
backward and see how the vision changes. When you can 
clearly visualize yourself from these two positions, move your 
vantage point up and away to a corner of the room so that you 
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are now looking down at your recumbent body. Visualize this 
scene for a few minutes. Now return to your body. Then 
repeat this stepping-out and returning procedure. 

6. Traveling —When you are comfortable with leaving 
your body and returning to it, begin to imagine the place 
where you wish to be in the space-time continuum on your 
first long astral trip. Will yourself to see the scene in great 
detail in full color, and hear the people speaking. Suddenly, 
click! Just like learning to ride a bicycle, you will actually be 
there. The realization that you are actually some place else 
sometimes makes you abruptly snap back into your body. If 
this happens, as you have learned, start over again; follow the 
steps: First the step outside the circle, then the step back¬ 
ward, then to the corner of the room, then to the place you 
want to go. This time you will be able to do it more quicldy, 
and the realization that you have actually left your body will 
not be such a surprise; consequently you will be able to stay 
longer in the astral travel mode. 

Occasionally you may hear music or a buzzing noise as 
you go into the mode. Do not be afraid; these are common 
occurrences, though we cannot fully explain them yet. Soon 
your spirit will learn by itself to come back into the body just 
a few moments before the bell of your timer rings. The body 
knows that the timer is about to ring, and brings the spirit 
back so that it is not shocked. Fifteen minutes a day is quite 
enough for anyone to astral travel. Even though you will feel 
uplifted when you come back, still it is an escape from the real 
world: an escape in which it is easy to overindulge yourself. 

When you come back and are ready to re-enter the mun¬ 
dane world, we recommend you make some simple statement 
as you imagine your aura or field closing about you. The fol¬ 
lowing is popular: 

“I am surrounded by the pure white light of the God. 

Nothing but good shall come to me; 

Nothing but good shall go from me.” 

Now leave your circle. If you need to go away from your 
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residence any time within the next hour or so, we recommend 
a quick wash in cold water to bring you to earth. 

For reasons that we are hard put to explain, even with 
the personality change explained in the previous section, 
some people still have trouble getting out of their body. Ibn 
Saud again gave us the clue as to what the problem was when 
he said ‘personality and time' In order to make getting out of 
your body an absolute certainty, we have found that you must 
make sure that the correct energies are impinging on you 
from outer space. 

Friedrich Makes a Fortune in 
Deutschmarks

Friedrich K lived in Ulm, West Germany. He was a very 
close friend of Gunter V, whom we discussed in the last 
example. Gunter taught Friedrich to astral travel; however, 
Friedrich could not always get out of his body. In his Teutonic 
way this greatly annoyed him, because he felt that if a thing 
worked it ought to work every time. Gunter first wrote to us 
explaining Friedrich’s problem; then Friedrich himself en¬ 
rolled in our School and sought our aid to advance his under¬ 
standing to such a level that when he tried something in the 
psychic world it would work every time. After much frustra¬ 
tion he learned (as many before him had) that psychic activity 
is not all that cut and dried. However, in working with Fried¬ 
rich we did discover that the time element, which Ibn Saud 
had mentioned only in passing, was tremendously important 
in successful astral travel. We instructed Friedrich to at¬ 
tempt his astral travel only at the appropriate time; and he 
reported with elation that he could now astral travel almost 
every time he tried it. 

As a test of his powers, without telling us, Friedrich took 
a tremendous gamble. He had a friend invest all his money in 
Deutschmark futures, and every day he astral traveled to the 
big banks in the United States and Germany to hear what the 
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bank officials were saying about the next day’s movement of 
the dollar: How far would the dollar drop? Remember: Every 
Deutschmark Friedrich had invested had a leverage of 
thousands of dollars. This meant that in one day he could lose 
hundreds of thousands of Deutschmarks, which would be 
more than his entire life savings. But through his ability to 
astral travel consistently, Friedrich was there the day before 
the United States put into operation its ‘save the dollar’ pro¬ 
gram. He was able to tell his broker to sell at opening on that 
fateful morning when the Deutschmark began its long slide 
against the dollar. That slide cost even many of the big banks 
who were not in the know millions of dollars and 
Deutschmarks. When Friedrich sold, he was over $2,000,000 
ahead of the market. He sold against all his broker’s advice; 
but by mid-morning that day, the broker was congratulating 
him on his smart move. Friedrich confided to us, “It wasn’t by 
any means a smart move, because I knew precisely what was 
going to happen.” 

Your Sure-Fire Ticket to Astral Travel 

When you have acquired the right (Cancer) personality 
to fit your spirit temporarily for astral travel, you must time 
your sessions so that you are in your chair, in your protective 
circle, when the Cancerian energy is raining down from be¬ 
yond the stars. Ascertain the time of dawn on the day you 
plan to travel. Then with your calculator dial from Figure 
III-2, compute the time when the Cancerian energies will be 
at their most powerful. Figure IV-1 shows the dial set for a 
typical January day when dawn occurred at 7:13. From it you 
can see that Cancer energy is at a maximum around 24.13 or 
13 minutes after midnight (seventeen hours after dawn). This 
step makes that essential, critical difference. It will allow you 
to fulfill your dream and travel without your body to see what 
friends are doing and saying, and even to learn what tomor¬ 
row holds for you.

In fact, once you 
have learned how to travel in these mundane realms, you can 
start to learn how to travel into other realities, realities which 
only barely touch our own.

Winona K was one of our students in St. Louis when we 
lived there. She came to us because her late mother was 
haunting her. Every time Winona relaxed, her mother would 
appear and order her around, tell her to do more with the 
children, or even direct her in what to make for dinner. The 
psychic link between Winona and her mother was a continua¬ 
tion of a very domineering relationship the mother had 
formed during Winona’s childhood. Poor Winona got no rest. 
Everything she did, it seemed, her mother disapproved of. 
Her sex life too deteriorated, because she always had the 
uneasy feeling that Mother was watching her every move. 

We taught Winona how to meditate, but that really 
helped very little—because all she got in meditation was Ed¬ 
na’s domineering features and more instructions.

HEALING AND REVITALIZING 
YOUR BODY AND LIFE 
WITH ASTROMANCY 


What This Chapter Can Do for You 

Reading this chapter may be the most important thing 
you ever do; for even if you and your loved ones are in the 
best of health, still you will find information in this chapter 
that will keep you young and will revitalize the rest of your 
life. Additionally it will teach you how to: 

• Avoid the afflictions of age 

• Reduce fevers 

• Accelerate the healing of broken limbs 

• Overcome nervousness 

• Increase your sexual potency 

• Give you inner youth 
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In Ibn Saud’s day the law was extremely fierce with 
regard to medical malpractice. Doctors could be hanged or 
blinded, or have their hands cut off, for minor errors. With 
such severe penalties, only the best of physicians survived. 
Thus the knowledge that Ibn Saud has to pass on to us is both 
practical and proven. 

Thy Body Is Thy Temple 

If thou wert to set out on a journey across the Arabian 
desert, thou wouldst be sure to have a good riding camel on 
which to travel. Thy spirit is to thy body as the rider is to the 
camel. If thou ridest thy camel too hard and dost not care for 
it, thou runnest the risk of dying in the desert. Thus it furth- 
ereth thee to look after thy camel. 

Thy body is the temple in which dwelleth thy spirit. It is 
given unto thy care by the great god, Allah akbar. When thou 
disregardest thy body, thy spirit doth suffer. As thou hast 
learnt, all spirits do have their own natures: natures which 
are dependent on their birthdate. Thus by their nature some 
spirits drive their bodies hard and others offend against Allah 
by failing properly to feed and maintain their bodies. I say 
unto thee that all natures have certain characteristics which 
tend to cause corresponding types of damage to the temple of 
the body. 

The least pressure on the body, if it be continued for a 
sufficient passage of time, will damage it. The breeze from the 
seacoast doth blow on the rock-hard mountain; in time it doth 
carve the mountain into grotesque shapes. As it is with the 
rocks, so it is with thy body: Any continuous pressure doth 
make thy body bend to its will. It mattereth not whether that 
force cometh from thy birth nature or from pressures around 
thee in thy home or from the place where thou performest thy 
appointed task. If thou dost not keep a balance in thy life, 
thou unit assuredly become ill. Thus too it is that when thou 
strivest mightily, always in one direction, for a new love or 
for wealth or for any good, thou dost for a short time as¬ 
suredly unbalance thy life; and in these times too thou must 
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guard thyself against the sickness that imbalance doth en¬ 
gender. When thou art ill, thou must bring the energy from 
the cosmos to help rebalance thy life and cure thine affliction. 

It is assuredly true that if thy diet be poor thou wilt need 
to correct this; for thy body doth need good food just as the 
camel doth. But when thou are sorely afflicted, it is thy spirit 
that needeth to be cared for and balanced first. Thus it was, 
and thus it is, that thou canst use the energies from beyond 
space to cure and repair thy spirit so that thy body is at rest, 
in balance, and vitally healthy. 

Dancing Cures the Children’s Ills 

Nicholas V is a retired ballet dancer and choreographer 
who lives in New York’s inner city. Mostly because of his 
interest in ballet, Nicholas opened a small dance studio for 
local children. His very low fees and the natural instincts of 
both hispanic and black children for drama and dance guaran¬ 
teed that his studio would be a success. Nicholas noticed on 
open nights, when parents were invited to come and see their 
children dance, that many of them brought other children who 
seemed interested but who would not participate. The par¬ 
ents told him these children would never dance, citing all 
sorts of quite insignificant illnesses and flaws. One child was 
said to have acne; another was described as too plump; yet 
another was introduced as ‘too tall;’ and so on, and so on. . . 
The list was as varied as were the children themselves. 

One night in a dream, Nicholas saw himself taking all 
these children and making world-famous dancers of them. In 
his dream they all had perfect unblemished bodies and poise 
enough to appear before royalty. The dream was so vivid that 
the very next day Nicholas invited the parents of these chil¬ 
dren to discuss the possibility of forming an entire class from 
their ranks. He made no charge for this class, and the parents 
responded well to his offer. But the first meeting of the class 
was a near-disaster, for Nicholas simply could not get through 
to these young people, who had learned to regard themselves 
as handicapped. That evening he called us to discuss the diffi- 
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culty. We meditated on it and called him back to suggest this: 
He should let the kids each pick one of the twelve ancient 
animal symbols of the heavens and invent a dance for that 
animal. We warned him that the kids should be allowed freely 
to select the animal and that their dance too should be entirely 
freestyle, without guidance. The children displayed a great 
deal of pleasure in doing this, and visibly opened up in their 
communication with Nicholas. 

Under our direction, in the second session Nicholas 
selected the animals that the children were to dance instead of 
letting them choose their own. Again the children responded 
well; and though they danced with less assurance, still they 
danced. Over the next few weeks, a dramatic change occurred 
in the natures of those children. Their dancing became more 
lively. Magically the shyness, the weakness, the cringing 
posture, the minor blemishes vanished. For as the children 
danced, each was gathering from the cosmos the energy he 
needed to make himself whole. 

Your Healing Wheel of the Cosmos 

Over the past half-century or so, doctors have recog¬ 
nized with growing clarity the part played by the mind in 
illness and health. The pressures of modern society, the need 
in the west always to appear young and virile, the soul- 
destroying repetitive work of the machine age, have all com¬ 
bined to damage the spirit and increase to intolerable limits 
the stresses borne by body and spirit. No one can yet tell 
precisely how the relationship between disease, mind, and 
body works; yet since the pioneering work done by Sigmund 
Freud, many have demonstrated the dramatic changes that 
can be wrought in a person’s health by probing and correcting 
problems in his mind. The stage hypnotist can raise a burn- 
blister by touching his subject with a pencil; equally, he can 
make that blister go away simply by saying, “I didn’t burn 
you.” He has effected a cure—a cure that is just as valid as 
any wrought by Jesus or by Katherine Kuhlmann or by any 
other healer, even though he did not call on God to help. 

Because you were born at a specific time of year and thus 
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have a particular nature, you will run your body in a certain 
way; this will cause it to have certain characteristics and be 
susceptible to certain diseases, by its very nature. Someone 
who was born six months away from your birthdate, that is, 
on the opposite side of the Wheel, will have strengths and 
weaknesses complementary to yours. This is shown in Figure 
V-l, which is a cosmic wheel set out to show the diseases that 
are common to the various birthdate natures and the sign of 
the months whose energies will help those illnesses.

Your Heavenly Healing Wheel of the Cosmos 
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Let us take the case of Aries and Libra. These two 
months are precisely opposite each other on the wheel. Notice 
that Aries is a high-energy sign; someone suffering from de¬ 
pression or exhaustion or arthritis, for instance, can greatly 
benefit from Arian energy. Those diseases are most common 
to Libra-natured persons. The reverse is also true: Because 
the Aries nature is so high-energy, it tends to hypertension 
and fever, with associated diseases of the blood. The energy 
of the quiet, friendly Libra nature will cure these high-energy 
diseases. All you have to do, then, to help cure any illness is to 
locate it on your Cosmic Healing Wheel and see what energy 
is required to aid in the cure. All Nicholas did with the chil¬ 
dren was encourage them to dance the dance of the animal 
which is opposite the one they originally selected; for in this 
way he balanced their energy and cured the diseases of their 
natures. 

To bring into your life or into the life of a friend the 
energy you lack, all you need to do is follow the recommen¬ 
dations we gave you in the very first chapter of this book. 
Even if you do not have symptoms of a particular illness, still 
if you bring into your life some of the energy from the sign 
opposite your own, you will feel refreshed and revitalized. 

The Microcosm Reflects the Cosmos 

Thy body is made up of many parts, and each part is 
made up of many elements. Similarly thy spirit hath many 
natures. It is the combination of these natures which together 
give thee thy unique personality. The cosmos above thee also 
hath many parts: stars and planets, asteroids, empty space; 
together all make up this and other universes. The energies 
that form the nature of thy spirit come from the heavens above 
thee. The heavens make a perfect balance; in them nothing is 
out of place. Thy spirit too must be balanced; and after thy 
spirit, thy body must be balanced. Thy body can be looked 
upon as a minute cosmos, a microcosm that is a reflection of 
the great cosmos in which thou dwellest. As thou gazest at the 
stars above, thou canst see the beauty and the symmetry of 
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the handiwork of Allah; and it behooveth thee to be as bal¬ 
anced in thy body and in thy life as are the heavens above 
thee. If thou canst achieve a balanced spirit and a balanced 
body, success, vitality, and virility will assuredly be thine. 
Thus to achieve the balance thou needest in thy perfect body, 
thou must imitate the handiwork of Allah manifested in the 
heavens. 

Thou wert bom under one particular arrangement of the 
heavens. Thou reflectest only one segment most strongly. 
Thus thy nature is unbalanced, and unless thou correctest it, 
thou wilt be subject to the illnesses of thy nature.

The interconnection between the cosmos, the human 
body, and illness has been acknowledged and recorded for 
centuries. Figure V-2 shows the relationship in the Health 
Wheel of the Heavens. Notice how each part of the body is

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opposite one of the natural birth months. Thus if you have 
weaknesses in any one of your body’s parts, you can overcome 
it by adding energy of the correct month: energy to reinforce 
and strengthen the problem area. Since this is a matter of a 
temporary weakness, you need only to carry out the proce¬ 
dure outlined in Chapter I; there is no need to go through the 
whole rebirth procedure. If you look at Figure V-2, you can 
see that gout comes under the foot area; and in order to over¬ 
come problems in this area, energy from the month of Pisces 
must be applied. Lorrie applied that energy, together with 
some invigorating Arian energy. This gave Walt the extra 
vitality and thrust he needed on their first night together. 

We do not know whether Walt’s problems were caused 
by his fear of getting entangled with a younger woman or by a 
natural weakness in his feet. It didn’t make any difference; the 
energies worked anyway. 

Walt and Lorrie did marry, and until their move to Ber¬ 
muda were frequent visitors in our home. 

To Every Healing 
the Appropriate Hours 

The great Watchers from the ziggurats noted that there 
was an hour appropriate to all things.

Wheelchair

Annalie and Roger Q live in a mobile home in a park in 
Florida, where they retired at the very young age of 45 from a 
farm in Idaho. They both hoped to become writers; however, 
they were determined to print their own books. In this way 
they hoped to cut out the frustration of working with various 
publishers and not quite being allowed to say exactly what 
they wanted to in their books. Their writing became moder¬ 
ately successful, and it seemed as if Roger and Annalie could 
look forward to a very pleasant retirement. They started 
traveling and speaking in order to help sales of their books, 
but soon Annalie had to give this up because she was becom¬ 
ing increasingly arthritic. Through their work they knew that 
they needed certain energies to cure arthritis and they did 
their best to reinforce Annalie’s spirit with the proper ener¬ 
gies; but she became more and more troubled by the disease 
until one time when Roger came back from a month-long tour 
he found she was hardly able to walk. This spelt disaster, of 
course; both in Annalie’s life and in the secure retirement 
they had arranged for themselves. For if Annalie was im¬ 
mobilized, Roger could not leave her to travel. Further he felt 
that without her, life would be meaningless. 

They turned to us for aid. The first thing we did was to 
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instruct them to change Annalie’s diet and to include in it 
many of the red, acid fruits that really help people with ar¬ 
thritis. Then we told them, instead of sending healing energies 
at any old time, to send them only when Aries was over¬ 
head. 

Annalie recovered quickly with this treatment; after six 
months or so she again relapsed. This called for a further 
analysis of the total situation. It turned out that the basic 
problem was this: Annalie was torturing her body by sitting 
hour after hour motionless at a composer-keyboard retyping 
the book manuscripts which they printed in their business. 
This constant lack of motion meant that her joints were sim¬ 
ply freezing up. No amount of healing energy could overcome 
such abuse of the body. They hired a girl to carry the typing 
load. Roger started, gently at first, making Annalie walk; he 
forbade her to sit either in a wheelchair or on her castered 
typing chair. Thus she was forced to stand up and walk. 
Gradually this treatment, together with the healing energies, 
wrought a permanent cure. 

Selecting Your Cosmic Hour and 
Conducting a Healing 

We learn from Annalie’s case, as we did from Walt’s, 
that many factors affect the body. Annalie was a normally 
healthy, vibrant woman; yet because she sat in one position 
for hours upon end, she damaged her body and it reacted with 
the disease of arthritis. 

When you attempt a cure, it is easy to decide which 
healing energy you need. You can get that directly from your 
Cosmic Healing Wheel. To make the cure permanent, you 
must establish what is causing the unbalance. Is it basic na¬ 
ture? Home pressures? Job pressures? Pressures from the 
peer group? And you must remove this pressure from the 
patient. As you learned from Chapter III, every day energies 
from every part of the cosmos are available to you. If you 
want to heal someone, you must select a time for that healing 
attempt which utilizes this eternal natural rhythm of energy. 
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If you wish to lay hands on someone and direct cosmic energy 
into his spirit, for instance, more of the appropriate cosmic 
energy is available when the proper segment of the Wheel for 
curing the illness in question is directly overhead. Looking at 
Figure III-l, you see that each day all the specific types of 
energy from the cosmos are at maximum when you are di¬ 
rectly beneath them and the energy is not coming in either 
slantwise or having to reach you through part of the earth. 
The graph Figure V-3 shows this effect. It also shows quite 
clearly that you have several hours in which to accomplish 
your healing work when each energy is at a maximum. Of 
course it is useless just to sit and passively hope that these 
energies will do you some good. You must constantly work at 
the problem. Sometimes it takes many days of using these 
energies to effect a cure. 

To cure yourself, you visualize yourself into the animal 
representing the energies you need for the two hours or so 
the energies are available to you. To cure others, you first 
visualize yourself into the animal form at the correct time of 
day, and then lay your hands on the afflicted part and vi¬ 
sualize the energy flowing into the patient’s body. If the pa-

can additionally encourage him to wear the appropriate sign 
from Table 1-1.

Martin has become the swinger 
and Seymour is the hard-working businessman. Our last let¬ 
ter warned them most seriously that they could overbalance 
in this direction too; whether or not they took any notice of 
the warning we don’t know, for we have not heard from them 
for several years. 

Putting the Knowledge of This Chapter 
to Work for You 

To proceed with any healing, you need before you the 
Cosmic Healing Wheel shown in Figure V-2, the timing de¬ 
vice from Figure III-l, and the appropriate animal repre¬ 
sentations for each segment of the heavens which will produce 
the energies you need. Let us now review the steps you will 
take to accomplish a healing. 

1. Establish the root cause of the dis-ease.* (The visible 
symptoms of the dis-ease do not necessarily indicate its true 
cause). It is up to you to identify the cause and correct it, so 
that the dis-ease will indeed be cured. You must not just 
cover up a symptom with these techniques, as you might 
paint over a damp spot in a house you wanted to sell; you must 
persist until the actual root cause is corrected. You must, 
shall we say, prevent the damp coming into the house, not 
just paint over it. When you have established the cause of the 
dis-ease, then you can proceed to Step 2. 

2. In the life of the patient, make the necessary changes 
which will bring in energies of a different segment of the 
heavens. Remember how Nicholas made the children dance 
the dance of an animal that would help them. By using the 
techniques given in Chapter I, you can bring these energies in 
on a continuous basis. 

3. When you have a severe case on your hands, you must 
add your own energies tuned to the correct animal nature to 
those that you have been able to bring into the life of the

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patient. To do this most effectively, you should do it when the 
correct segment of the Heavenly Wheel is over your head. By 
calculating from the dawn time as you were taught to do in 
Chapter III, you can tell when this occurs. 

4. No cure is complete unless the body is fully repaired. 
The body may need medication, herbs, and foods that you do 
not have available. It is always wise, therefore, to have an 
orthodox physician prescribe these things for a patient. The 
physician is prescribing for the body; you are prescribing for 
the spirit. The two go hand in hand; they are complementary 
procedures. Doing both assures a more rapid recovery than 
doing either one by itself. 

Mighty Works Require a Perfect Body 

With the aid of this book you are hopefully on the 
threshold of changing your whole life. Soon now if you follow 
our procedures you will be stepping into a new you with a 
brighter future. The importance of good health is thus 
twofold: (1) Not only must you now be healthy so that you can 
carry out your campaign and overcome every obstacle; but (2) 
once you have overcome these obstacles you must be healthy 
to enjoy the fruits of your victory. The procedures to gain 
health are easy. They will take you just a few minutes a day. 

It may be that you are inherently healthy but that 
friends around you drag you down with their health problems. 
In order to succeed, you must be able to proceed to your work 
with a clear mind and a healthy body. Thus you should cure 
your friends so that they will not take from your energy. 
Many people put up with minor ill health and allow it to sap 
their energies without really knowing exactly what is wrong 
with them. There is really no excuse for this type of foolish¬ 
ness. A competent doctor can usually diagnose quickly any 
ailment you may have. If he cannot, then a trusted psychic 
should be able to help. For the psychic will tell you the ills of 
your spirit, which after all are reflected and manifest them¬ 
selves as ills of the body. 





Chapter Six 


THE ASTROMANTIC SECRET OF 
GAINING FRIENDS 
AND AFFECTION 


What This Chapter Will Do for You 

Are you lonely? Do you sometimes feel left out of it at 
parties? The wallflower at a dance? This chapter will correct 
all those problems for you and will fill your life with new 
friends and acquaintances. 

Westerners Are Lonely People 

In the time in which I lived, great sultans did rule vast 
areas of the world known then. They sent forth armies and 
conquered their enemies. When war was over and peace did 
return, all returned to their appointed places in the village in 
which they were bom. A few, it is tme, moved to work with 
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relatives in the grandeur of a city; hut oftentimes methinks 
they did soon tire of this glittering life, so that many did 
return again unto their villages. For in the village they knew 
their place—even if that place might be considered lowly. In 
thy world, people move into the glamor and glitter of the cities 
in search of employment in vast concerns, concerns that 
dwarf even the mg-makers , consortium of ancient Persia. 
Few of these success-seekers realize what they trade for this 
glitter and glamor. Life-long friends are cast aside. Family 
ties are broken asunder. The poor lonely seeker after a 
caliph’s treasure doth find only loneliness with his success. 
As he climbeth the ladder of progress and becometh more 
powerful, so doth the loneliness increase. The great wealth 
consisting of the friendships of this life is for ever lost, espe¬ 
cially when thou gainest the jewels and gold of a sultan. For 
always unit thou ask thyself, “Why cometh this man to see 
me? What doth he hope to gain?” Nevertheless, e’en in my 
time some were lonely; and the Watchers did put their minds 
to the task of improving the lot of these poor lonely souls. The 
rules they did develop are as sound today as ever they were. 
Thou needest not be lonely, for e’en in the large crowd of a city 
there are other persons who have natures like unto thine own 
and will be thy friends. 

Even as the grains of sand in the desert are each indi¬ 
vidual and different, so it is in the city. When the wind doth 
blow, it sorteth the grains so that the larger fall in one place 
and the smaller in another. E’en as the winds blow in the 
desert, so do the travels and flows of men in the city sort them 
into groups. What thou must do is find thy group. If thou art 
shy and retiring, thou canst not readily venture into the flow 
of people; thus thou wilt for ever be lonely. Or, what is far far 
worse, thou wilt meet another lonely soul and marry to over¬ 
come thy loneliness rather than for love. If thou art retiring 
and placest thyself not in the path of the winds that blow in 
one direction and another, thou art like unto a grain of sand 
caught in a box. Thou must go out and let the wind take thee 
where it will; for only in this way wilt thou meet souls like 
unto thyself. When thou goest to a party and findest thyself

draw near and speak if thou art to break out of thy prison. 

Shy, Aimless George Gains Direction 
and Friendship

George K joined our School when he became partially 
paralyzed after a tangle with a rambunctious steer on his 
father’s farm in Arkansas. George could get about with the 
aid of a good strong stick, but his walk was always slow and a 
little awkward. He went back to the home of his parents but 
could do little to help on the farm; and because everyone 
around him was very active, he felt terribly alone and useless. 
One day he saw an ad in the paper for the UN, who wanted 
farm advisers for some of the third-world nation programs. 
Now George was no slouch mentally, and he had a good de¬ 
gree in agriculture from Minneapolis; so he had no difficulty in 
getting one of the positions the UN was offering. He moved to 
New York and even with his slow walk found no difficulty in 
going to many theaters and movies, and even around several 
of the museums. 

It took George several months to realize how alone he 
was. With his slight physical handicap and natural country 
reticence, he really had no friends. On the weekends he found 
himself sitting in the window of his apartment watching small 
groups of youngsters and couples wander by, and began to 
feel tremendously left out and cheated by the world. He even 
gave up his work on our course and stopped bothering to 
explore the available pleasures of the big city. He became an 
embittered recluse. 

All these negative feelings came to a head in him one 
Sunday night which happened to be the third of July. In those 
days we occasionally let our students call us by telephone, and 
George, feeling very suicidal, did just that. He talked to us at 
long-distance rates for nearly two hours. Basically he got 
nearly all the negative feelings out of his head by laying them 
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on us. When he had finished his diatribe against the world and 
against whatever universal god had caused his trouble, we 
were able to guide him gently into a more positive frame of 
mind about himself and about what his future might bring. 
We pointed out that his suicidal feelings and loneliness were 
probably brought about by the fact that here it was Sunday 
night, the time on the farm for a party, and not only that, but 
tomorrow should be a family day, the Fourth of July, a day 
when friends and family gathered from miles around to whoop 
it up. Then we told him about the problems of his nature, 
which was that of a Virgo, home-loving and relatively retir¬ 
ing. 

We suggested he might try thinking about what life 
would be like if instead of being born a Virgo he had been born 
a Gemini. He protested strongly for several minutes that his 
nature was unchangeable. After several more minutes we 
convinced him that he could at least act out the part of some¬ 
one with a different nature. Eventually we convinced him to 
go to the UN’s American delegation party on the following 
day and while there to be a flibberti-gibbet magpie. We even 
gave him a few rather corny Gemini-type jokes to crack. 
About midnight we finally convinced him he could do it, and 
hung up the phone. 

The next night a jubilant George reported that it 
worked. We could hear sounds of talking and revelry in the 
background, so we asked him where he was. “Why, in my 
apartment of course. A bunch of the people came back with 
me and we’re having a good old-fashioned hootnanny right 
here in the middle of the city.” 

Bring the Warmth and Direction of 
the Desert Winds to Your Heart 

You can follow George’s example and Ibn Saud’s direc¬ 
tion very easily. In any large city or community you will find 
associations or clubs or societies where people of similar na¬ 
tures gather. This is particularly true of immigrants from 
Europe who overcome their loneliness by forming old-country 
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clubs; though with care and a little searching, you will find the 
same type of clubs for American geographical areas and for 
special-interest groups. A glance at the telephone directory of 
any large city will show you that there are more of these 
groups than you have dreamed existed. They are the result of 
what Ibn Saud would call the ‘desert winds’ pushing and sort¬ 
ing individuals. By nature you may be quiet, shy and retiring 
as George was; but as you learned in preceding chapters of 
this book, you can change your nature. 

Ibn Saud clearly advised us that the natures into which 
one should change are those associated with the wind. These 
are the ‘air signs.’ They are the heavenly segments of Gemini, 
Libra, and Aquarius; and each exhibits an affectionate nature 
that is easy to get along with. Within these three signs, how¬ 
ever, there are subtle differences. The Gemini (Magpie) is the 
one who does not form deep friendships, for it flits around. 
The Libra (Swan) forms more lasting attachments of a roman¬ 
tic nature. The Aquarius (Phoenix) forms lasting attachments 
of the hail-fellow-well-met type or finds fulfillment as ‘one of 
the girls.’ You need only take on one of these ‘wind of the 
desert’ characteristics, and without effort you can gain a 
whole raft of new acquaintances, provided only that you go 
out and mingle with the crowds. 

Table VI-1 specifies precisely which birth months are 
related to which elements. From this table you can see, for 
instance, that one whose birthdate is listed in the Fire column 
will find compatible friends from birthdates in that same col¬ 
umn. 

Using the Astromantic Laws 
of Attraction and Complementarity 

When the Watchers of ancient time did record the charac¬ 
teristics of the various natures of man, they did find that 
some, as we have said, were like the warm winds of the desert; 
they ascribed to these an airy nature. Today these are called 
the air signs. Others they found had a nature like unto that of 
water, which doth run easily around obstacles and always 
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findeth its own level. Others they did assign to the mother of 
life, earth. These natures, let it be said, are very fixed, 
earthy, rooted. Some might even call them uninteresting; but 
they are forsooth the most solid and reliable of our people. 
Last, to lend spice to the dullness of life, there are those 
natures which are like unto the fire. Verily they brighten the 
intellect and lend to life an explosive character that by its 
nature maketh all others seem bland. Now if thou art of a 
nature like water, thou shouldst not make a friend of some¬ 
one who is of the fire; for when water and fire try to mix, 
naught but disaster occurreth. Similarly, when air and water 
do try to mix, the only result is a rain squall.

Table of Elemental Natures 


I hear that these four natures are now called ‘elements.’ 
If thou seekest to make a friend of an acquaintance thou hast 
met, thou must first learn exactly what nature thy acquain¬ 
tance hath before making him a friend; for if his nature is 
opposed to thine, naught can come of it. Oft hath it been said 
that opposites attract one another, that in sooth they comple¬ 
ment one another; however, Allah hath decreed that the Law 
of Attraction ruleth thy life more directly than doth the Law 
of Complementarity. This meaneth that for a stable and 
happy life thou shouldst make close friends only of those who 
are of thy nature. For be assured that although a nature that 
is different from thine is interesting to explore, still as time 
doth progress on its continuing round, exploration will cease 
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and annoyance and friction will result from the insurmount¬ 
able differences that are present in incompatible natures. 
Ferocious are the storms and sad are the wrecked lives that do 
result from these incompatibilities of natures. Those storms 
and wrecks could be avoided if people did but understand the 
basic cosmic laws that govern life. There should be no blame 
attached to these storms; but emotion doth too often govern, 
and rational, enduring friendships are the exception, not the 
rule. 

Edgar and Candy’s Disastrous 
Marriage Could Have Been Avoided

Candy L was born in the month of Gemini. We were 
never able to get her to study properly; her nature was much 
too light and flighty for the work we asked her to do. In the 
hope of helping her, we introduced her to another student 
Edgar, who was a good solid Capricorn. He was an excellent 
student, somewhat older than Candy, and had been studying 
the Craft for many years as a solitary Witch. Thus we were 
partly responsible for the disaster we brought into the life of 
Edgar and Candy. 

The first time Edgar met Candy, he fell head over heels 
in love with her. For him it was love at first sight. Her na¬ 
ture, of course, was such that she happily went out with him. 
Her life was as the air: easily directed and controlled; and in 
working with Edgar as well as dating him, she at least tem¬ 
porarily showed a little seriousness and thus for a short time 
she gave up her airy magpie flighty habits. In her way she 
came to depend on Edgar, and she probably thought this was 
love. Edgar’s infatuation continued to grow stronger day by 
day. Soon they came to us and asked to be handfasted; but 
because they had not lived together for a year and a day as 
our tradition requires, we refused. This did not prevent them 
from getting married by a local judge. I suppose our biggest 
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feeling at the time was one of frustration, for all our instincts 
told us that we were witnessing the makings of a minor 
tragedy. However they stayed together for nearly three 
years before Candy, feeling totally stifled and ensnared, 
started flitting around the town again. She meant little by it; 
she was a completely faithful wife. What she needed was 
companionship and friendship and people she could chatter 
with. Edgar, however, in his serious business way, and being 
older and therefore having less energy, could not understand 
her needs. Thus he became more and more unhappy. We told 
him to try and change, and for short periods he did become 
the Gemini and go the rounds with Candy. But, probably 
because of his age, he could not keep it up; and eventually 
they ended in the divorce court. 

Your Astromantic Friendship Dial 

In order to make it easy for you to find people who have 
the same nature as yourself, and who you can be sure will 
return to you friendship for friendship, we have for several 
years been using the Law of Attraction of the elements that 
Ibn Saud explained. Since everything in nature is cyclical, 
this too is made up as the circular dial shown in Figure VI-1. 
All you have to do is place the small dial over the larger dial 
and clip them together. Then you can immediately see the 
birthdates of people who will be of your element. Those of like 
elements, of course, are those that you can be sure will make 
good friends. If you have many acquaintances, it is a matter of 
but a few moments to find out which ones will repay your 
investment in friendship and which ones are incompatible. 
Notice particularly the dotted line and arrowhead. This sig¬ 
nifies what Ibn Saud called the Law of Complementarity. For 
a short time, maybe even a few years, people who are in this 
time period will make good friends for you; however, these 
friendships too often end in heartbreak, sorrow, and bitter¬ 
ness.

Compatible friends and lovers will be 
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The Tempering of Your Friendship 

In thy youth thou hadst many acquaintances; and in thy 
common battle against parents and others who did direct thy 
life, thou didst grow close to these acquaintances and they 
became life-long friends. Why is it, thou mayest ask, that 
even though these friends have many diverse natures and do 
not correspond to any single element, still they are thy 
friends and even until thy death will so remain? Many years 
ago in Persia I was with a caravan train that was attacked by 
a band of robbing hawks from the desert. We did beat back 
those marauding robbers and did after much bloodshed and 
trouble triumph both over this adversary and the adversity 
they caused; for in the skirmish much of the train’s water was 
lost and many reached the next oasis with swollen tongues 
and cracked lips. For many years after, when men from that 
caravan train came to my small village they came to see me 
and I gladly allowed them to partake of what small fare I 
had. I offered them a place to rest their head and the plea¬ 
sures of my serving girls. Many times when I visited another 
village I went out of my way to find a comrade from that 
caravan. We were friends. We were friends unto the death for 
we had been tempered together in the same fire and our ele¬ 
mental natures became melded. When thou heatest the grains 
of sand from the desert in a furnace, thou comest out with 
glass; the grains have joined one with another until they are 
henceforth indistinguishable and inseparable. Thus when 
thou hast a friend, like the good smith tempering a sword 
thou must temper the friendship with adversity so that the 
diverse elements can be brought together. If thou dost depend 
for thy life on an untried friend, thou art the most foolish of 
men. 

The great sages of the past in their work found that life- 
endangering adversity was not the only way in which diver¬ 
gent natures could be melded. They found that if different 
natures were taken through a complete cycle of the elements: 
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fire, earth, air, and water, what had previously been different 
could be harmonized, provided only that the people so har¬ 
monized were bom not more than 39 moon-cycles apart. 

Joe, Al, and Frank 
Make Barney a Friend 

Joe, Al, and Frank were tenth-grade teenagers in one of 
our local schools. Frank’s cousin Barney came to the school in 
mid-semester when his father was transferred to a plant in 
town. Frank introduced his cousin to his other friends, and 
Barney naturally joined the trio, making it a foursome instead 
of a threesome. Barney just didn’t fit in, though. When the 
other three were united in doing something or playing a 
prank, or dating a particular group of girls, Barney always 
seemed to be the one who objected to doing that thing at this 
particular time. When they got into minor scrapes, it always 
seemed to be Barney who let the group down. Consequently 
Barney was gradually ostracized; and because he was os¬ 
tracized from one group in the tenth grade, he could not seem 
to find another group who would take him in. The need for 
peer-group recognition, though he would not have called it 
that, really affected Barney’s work. His constant cry, “I don’t 
have any friends,” fell on deaf ears when report-card time 
rolled around. “That’s all the more reason you should do good 
school work,” said his father. 

Because he was lonely Barney got interested in a super¬ 
ficial way in the occult and in Witchcraft. Fortunately his 
father was well versed in these arts and sciences, and di¬ 
rected his son’s reading into positive channels. Of course, 
Frank soon heard of Barney’s interest, and then Al and Joe 
also heard of it. Thinking it would be a prank, the three con¬ 
ned Barney into doing a ritual for them. Barney was quite 
concerned at what he had gotten into and sensibly talked with 
his father about it. His father advised him to do a friendship 
ritual; for by doing this he would not only show his acquain- 
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tances that he was knowledgeable and skilled, but also that 
there was truth in the occult sciences. Barney and his father 
worked up a little new-moon ritual to be performed at high 
noon. The boys were disappointed at this, because they had 
hoped to do something spooky in the middle of the night by 
the light of the moon. But things done at new moon grow; and 
since it was a friendship growth Barney wanted, he was cor¬ 
rect in selecting a new-moon ritual. 

At the appointed time, with all sorts of strange words, 
Barney cast a circle around himself and his friends. He shook 
feathers, rang bells, beat gongs, all this merely to impress his 
friends and put on a show. Then he had each friend take off his 
shoes and step into a bowl of water with him. Next he made 
each one step over a fire three times. Then he had each give 
him a little hair and a small nail-clipping. He bound these bits 
of nail and hair with some of his own, and burned them in the 
fire. Then he had each lad turn over a small spadeful of earth. 
From the spadeful Barney took a pinch, shook it with water, 
and made them drink. 

Barney never again had trouble melding his and his 
friends’ wishes. They were now one in friendship, a friendship 
that endured through school -and into the college years. 

There Is No Physical Danger in 
Astromantic Friendship Bonding 

What Barney did was to expose his friends to each of the 
four elements while they were within the confines of an As¬ 
tromantic circle. Since his friends were of the same age as he 
was, they were all affected in an identical way by being made, 
for instance, to stand in a bowl of water together. Similarly 
when they stepped over fire and formed fumes (air) by burn¬ 
ing hair and nail-clippings, they were facing together each 
element in turn. They were not exposed (except perhaps in 
their own minds) to any real stress. Yes, they jointly shared a 
secret; but the key to the success of the procedure was their 
joint exposure to each element in turn. 
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Tempering an Acquaintance 
into a Friend 

When you have an acquaintance whom you are abso¬ 
lutely sure you would like to turn into a good friend, you can 
accomplish this with a procedure similar to the one Barney 
undertook. We have found that it will work best if the friend 
is present with you in the circle and if you are both undressed 
for the ritual. It should of course be done at noon on a day 
when the moon is new. All you need to do is cast a circle in salt 
with a radius of 2.72 feet around a central hearthstone in 
which you have kindled a small fire. Once you are both inside, 
you should psychically close the circle with an affirmation like 
this one: 

“We are surrounded by the pure white light of the Gods. 
Nothing but good can come to us; nothing but good can go 
from us.” 

Stand together in a large container of water in the western 
part of the circle. Face the east and say, 

“We two friends ask you Undines of the waters that our 
minds be joined so that they are as one.” 

Next stand to the north of the fire and face south. Say, 

“Great Salamanders and spirits of the south, join our 
temperaments so that they are as one.” 

Step forward and backward across the fire three times in 
unison with an arm around each other’s waist. 

Now face to the west with the fire between you and the west¬ 
ern point of the circle. Say, 

“Gnomes of the west, we ask that you make our 
capabilities and our bodies as one.” 

From a glass of water to which you have added a pinch of soil, 
drink a sip. Facing then to the north, with the fire between 
you and the north, cast into the fire a small package contain- 
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ing a few hair clippings from each of your heads and a few nail 
clippings from each one’s fingers. Say, 

“Sylphs of the north, we ask that our emotions be as one. 
As the airs from products of our bodies ascend to you, we 
ask that you make us as one.” 

Now stand one on each side of the fire, with hands joined 
across it. Say, 

“God above and goddess below, we pray you: Grant our 
wish. 

We thank you for your presence and for the presence of 
your servants. 

We will honor you in all our thoughts and actions. 
Undines, Salamanders, Gnomes, and Sylphs: Depart you 
now in peace.” 

It is usual now for the partners to embrace over the fire and 
to leave the circle at its easternmost point with another affir¬ 
mation like the following: 

“We carry with us our circle of protection and bonding. 
The power we have shall go into our bond and reinforce 
it.” 

Dovetailing the Astromagic 

Many students have tried unsuccessfully to do friendship 
circles with people who were totally unsuited to be their 
friends. If you brought your enemy and placed him in a circle 
with you and did all the friendship circles in the world you 
might finally turn his head around far enough so that he would 
become your friend; but it would be a long and arduous 
procedure—and when you were all through, all you would 
have would be a bird caged by your rituals. It is very likely 
that eventually the bird would break out of the cage anyway 
and hate you even more for having caged it. 

To find friends, you must first have many acquaintances. 
To get acquaintances, you must emulate and copy air-sign 
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characteristics. Once you have a large group of acquain¬ 
tances, you can select the ones who are most likely to be good 
friends. Your selection process must not be based on outward 
looks, but be done Astromagically by selecting the underlying 
spirits, the very essential nature of each acquaintance whom 
you wish to become a friend. Remember too the 39-moon rule. 
Do not try to force a friendship onto someone whose birthdate 
is more than three years and three months away from your 
own. Yes, of course, you can force friendship on any acquain¬ 
tance as you could on an enemy; but again: The work is very 
arduous, and when the chips are down the magic may break. 
Use the Astromantic dial in Figure VI-1 first before you work 
the friendship ritual. Once you have selected those acquain¬ 
tances whom you wish to make your friends, it is a simple 
matter to share an elemental friendship ritual. 

Gwen Loses Her Car 
but Gains a Friend

Gwen L lives in Boston, Massachusetts. She came to live 
there from a small town in upstate New York. She had always 
heard of Boston as a cultural center, and after the death of her 
parents came there so that she could taste the cultural de¬ 
lights which she had so much lacked in her home town. Being 
of a Pisces nature, she was always looking for mystery and 
always believed in her heart of hearts that whatever she 
willed, would happen. When she first came to Boston, to save 
on expenses she shared an apartment with Bobbie W, who 
was a graduate of Vassar. Somehow the slight snobbery that 
Bobbie displayed appealed to Gwen. Her Pisces nature was 
quite content to let Bobbie (by nature a Scorpio) dominate her 
life. 

Then Bobbie married. She and Norm found a house they 
liked in Cambridge, signed the papers to buy it, and moved 
in. At the last moment, though, the bank turned down their 
application for a loan. Bobbie went to her old friend Gwen 
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with a request to cosign the note; Gwen readily agreed. 
Within two weeks, Norm eloped to Mexico with a dancer from 
a local night spot, leaving Bobbie—and Gwen—holding the 
bag. A couple of months went by, and Bobbie accepted a new 
roommate into the house for which Gwen had cosigned; he 
was a college student without funds. 

At Norm’s departure, Bobbie had stopped making pay¬ 
ments on the mortgage. Now the bank turned to Gwen to 
make them good. She made a payment or two, but in this 
manner became liable legally for the remainder. Now Bobbie 
and her student roommate packed up and vacated the house, 
telling Gwen they intended to let the bank have it back to sell 
again. Gwen was aghast. She could see her credit rating 
plummeting and her budget plans destroyed by the enormous 
house payments she had committed herself to make. 
Moreover, when she went to the house, she found in every 
room the evidence of wild parties and enthusiastic love-ins. 
She foresaw thousands of dollars worth of repair before the 
house could be regarded as saleable. 

When all the flack and fury died down, Gwen found her¬ 
self on the line for a bill she could not pay. Gwen’s upbringing 
did not allow her to renege on her commitment, so she sold 
her dearly beloved antique Cadillac to get the house into 
marketable condition. She was furious—as furious as a Pisces 
can get—about the situation, and she wrote to us for a spell to 
fix Bobbie. After reviewing the whole thing with Gwen over 
several months, we concluded that what Gwen really wanted 
was Bobbie’s continued friendship. Gwen was just lonely, and 
was frustrated that she had put so much into a friendship that 
had turned sour. 

We told Gwen to do a circle friendship ritual using Bob¬ 
bie’s picture. As Gwen stepped out of the circle she had cast in 
her apartment living room, the telephone was ringing. It was 
Bobbie. She wished to move back in with Gwen and somehow 
make amends. 

The friendship that was magically started and melded 
has carried on through both girls’ marriages, and they are still 
as firmly cemented together as they ever were: both because 
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of the ritual and by the fact that they were inherently compat¬ 
ible to begin with. Gwen’s Pisces and Bobbie’s Scorpio were 
on the compatibility line of the Astromantic friendship wheel, 
and the girls were of similar ages. Thus the friendship circle 
worked for them as it can for you any time you try it, pro¬ 
vided you are careful to make the original choice of acquain¬ 
tances with care. 

Fire, Earth, Air, Water: the Elements 
Control Friendship 

Over the many years since Ibn Saud enumerated the 
laws which govern basic friendships, we have not only ex¬ 
perimented with his system, but have also found that those 
laws were not as lost as he had thought; for many modern 
astrologers knew of them. Something even newer has been 
added by these astrologers, for they have found one fire¬ 
water relationship which is also compatible—that of Aries and 
Scorpio. Since we have lost contact with Ibn Saud, we have no 
explanation for this and we have never found an explanation 
from the astrologers whom we have asked for it. Put it into 
your bag of magical procedures, though; for it is one which 
works. 

Find your acquaintances, classify them, pick your 
friends. Magically, Astromantically, cement these friendships 
together. They will endure forever.

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Completing the Balance of Your Life 
with Romance 

Art thou complete in thy life? Or art thou romantically 
unfulfilled and unbalanced? Allah made thee a complete be¬ 
ing. Just as He made the Wheel of the Heavens above thy head 
complete, so He gave thee senses, emotions, and drives. If in 
thy life thou dost suppress any of these composite parts of thy 
nature, thou art like unto a wheel which lacketh a spoke. 
Such a wheel runneth not true, nor is it of use even for a rope 
to run over to draw water from the well. It causeth naught but 
trouble. 

Some men have fear of showing their true nature. Others 
have been told that the great God useth our nature to tempt us 
to evil. My child, I have studied the sayings and the writings 
men have made since ancient time. I can tell thee truly that 
there is naught in the holy books to deny true health-giving 
affection between those of opposite sex, provided only that 
they are not committed to another and that their ultimate 
bodily blending doth not defile the law of nature. Do not trust 
men who tell thee ‘thou shalt not,’for they wish only to control 
thee. It is assuredly true that when a caravan crosseth the 
desert the caravan-master must promulgate certain laws. 
The caravan must not have within its ranks dissension; for if 
it doth, when the desert vultures attack and attempt to rob it, 
it will not act as one. But when the caravan is out of danger 
these laws should be trampled in the sand. Is it not true that 
when Moses and his band of refugees fled the wrath of 
Pharaoh they did for their own benefit abide by certain laws?

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At other times and in other places leaders have promul¬ 
gated laws that curbed and confined men, denying them their 
natures. Many churches forbade their leaders the comfort of 
marriage; for they were afraid lest if their leaders married 
they would give their profit not unto the church but unto their 
natural kinfolk. I say unto thee: Thou must in the correct 
time of thy life experience all the fruits of the senses thou hast 
been given. To deny the senses is to deny that Allah Himself 
existeth and hath made thee whole. 

Paul Overcomes Pain with Romance 

Paul L lived in Santa Fe, New Mexico. His had been a 
happy marriage, though there were no children. After his 
retirement and the death of his wife, Paul felt he now had 
little to live for. Slowly he seemed to fade away. He himself 
often thought that if he were to die, no one would even notice 
he was gone, let alone mourn his passing. 

All this changed when he met Lavinia at a Santa Fe 
supermarket. She too was alone in this world; she too was 
widowed; and she was just a couple of years younger than 
Paul. Paul felt some of the old stirrings of love in his blood and 
bones, and began to court Lavinia in earnest. He felt that 
Lavinia was returning his affection and that in fact she too 
was looking forward to the time when they could be united. 
Only one obstacle lay in their way: Paul was a Catholic and 
Lavinia was a Baptist. As adult human beings, they decided 
they would visit Paul’s priest and Lavinia’s minister to get 
their opinions on the forthcoming match. Fortunately or 
unfortunately—we cannot say which—the strain of waiting 
was too strong for this fond couple, and a few nights before 
their appointments with the priest and the minister they con¬ 
summated their relationship. 

Paul shocked Lavinia to her very core when he quite 
matter-of-factly told the priest what had happened. The 
priest passed this off, though he insisted rather strongly that 
Paul should pay a penance for it. Further the priest said that 
he could not encourage a mixed marriage. Lavinia was not so 
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straightforward with her minister as Paul had been with the 
priest, but still the minister got the message and started off 
on a full-fledged diatribe against the sin of fornication. Paul 
just didn’t want to hear it, so he got up and left; this further 
annoyed Lavinia. When Paul visited her that evening, she 
told him she had made up her mind she never wanted to see 
him again. In his anger Paul agreed with her. Such words as 
‘narrow-minded’ and ‘bigoted’ were exchanged. 

Paul shut himself off from the world and once more 
started the downward slide into ill health and senility which 
would lead to death. While he had been out and about with 
Lavinia, he had picked up several new books, for in his earlier 
life he had been a voracious reader. One of these was our 
“Witch’s Guide to Life.” As he told us afterward, it was as 
though a light had come on in his head and he realized how 
other people had been trying to control him all his life. 

Ten years later, Paul is still going strong. He has not 
married yet, but his latest ‘friend’ has been with him for sev¬ 
eral years; and it does look as though one of these days they 
will legalize the relationship they both enjoy. Paul is in the 
best of health, of course, as is his lady. They are not con¬ 
sumed by any thoughts that they are committing some ‘sin’ 
and they have plenty of life left to live. 

Health Balances Romance 
on the Wheel of Life 

As Ibn Saud directed us, all the areas of your life should 
be in balance. Of course Paul grew sickly by keeping romance 
and love out of his life. We constantly see in younger people 
cases of high emotion, skin disease, and ulcers that are magi¬ 
cally cured as soon as they find romance. The problem is that 
for centuries people have been controlled through their 
senses and have come to believe what they are told. Nowa¬ 
days, fortunately, young people are coming to recognize that 
those controls are meaningless—and in fact cause both mental 
and physical sickness. 

Only rarely in time past were people able to throw off 
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those yokes. On one such occasion in the 14th Century, the 
Bishop of Orkney was finally murdered by his exasperated 
congregation because he had decreed that those who married 
even fourth or fifth cousins were sinners. He brandished his 
Latin Bible (which no one in the Orkneys could read) and 
through his laws confiscated some 60 percent of the land. 
When a new Earl of Orkney was appointed by the King of 
Norway, he forthrightly told the islanders that he too could 
read the book and the bishop had lied; for the book forbade 
marriages only between first cousins. Thus the bishop died 
through trying to enslave the island people and steal their 
land. 

Are you being enslaved and made ill by someone else’s 
rules—rules that you don’t agree with? Or are you properly 
balanced, so that, having experienced all, you can control all? 

Let us look for a moment at another evil (for we define 
ignorance as evil): the child who is brought up in total igno¬ 
rance of alcohol. Having no skill in handling alcohol, the young 
person takes too much of it, perhaps at a party; not knowing 
what he is doing, he loses control of his faculties, makes a fool 
of himself, and winds up in jail—or worse: on the highway has 
an accident that takes many lives. Would it not be better for 
the child to learn to deal with alcohol and its effects under the 
loving guidance of his parents before being turned loose? In 
this manner he would be able prudently to use it or decline it; 
his training would have equipped him with the knowledge 
necessary for judicious behavior. 

Using the Trine of Love 

to Bring Romance into Your Life 

Astromantically 

By following the steps outlined below, you can automati¬ 
cally, magically bring romance into your life. 

1. Adjust your thinking toward the positive, health¬ 
giving, and pleasurable aspects of romance. Nowadays there 
is little danger in adult romantic encounters; and as we have 
seen, there is no sin in romance even if it be consummated. 
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2. The trio or ‘trine’ of natures that attract romance are 
those associated with water: Pisces the Fish, Cancer the 
Crab, and Scorpio the Scorpion. Table VII-1 shows how this 
trine of natures automatically brings to you different types of 
romantic encounters.

3. Assume the nature of the type you desire, either for a 
short period (Chapter I) or a long period (Chapter III). Ro¬ 
mance will flow to you automatically. 

Desire Driveth Us On 
but Quickly Fadeth 

When the young sheik visiteth the city, he is often at¬ 
tracted by houses of joy. In those houses of joy he is lured by 
the beautiful women who pretend to be maidens. Similarly 
when thou joumeyest across the desert of life the attractive 
oasis beckoneth unto thee. Thy desires, whether for refresh¬ 
ment from the well in the desert or from the maiden’s offer, 
are equally demanding; however, when thou arrivest thou 
findest often that the well is muddy and the water unappetiz¬ 
ing, for the oasis is overcrowded with others who have been 
attracted by its promise. Yet thou desirest water still. Often it 
is true that after a sip of the muddy water thou canst travel on 
to a plainer oasis where thou canst abide in a place less 
frequented, knowing then that here the water is pure. 

Life would indeed be dull without attractive oases on the 
path. It would indeed be dull if thou didst not find and be¬ 
come acquainted with companions whose ways are different 
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from thine own. But as I have told thee before, the law of 
attraction is stronger than that of complementarity. As¬ 
suredly thou must explore.

Gisela M is an experienced older woman, a long-time 
student of the School and a dear friend of ours; she lives in 
Paris, France. After her unsuccessful marriage ended, she 
decided that life held more for her as a businesswoman than 
as a housewife. Gisela is attractive and has many romances, 
but sees no reason why she should tie herself down to anyone 
and give up her successful career. 

Turmoil came into her life in the form of a 22-year-old 
student, Jacques. Gisela was probably flattered by this at¬ 
tractive youngster’s attentions, and the affair had about it all 
the romantic euphoria that only the young seem able to bring 
to a love affair. Finally they became lovers. After a time, 
though, Jacques’ possessiveness and intensity began to inter¬ 
fere with Gisela’s independence. Also she found Jacques far 
less sophisticated than most of her friends. She tried to push 
him out of her life, and finally in a stormy scene she had him 
physically removed from her apartment by another of her 
friends. Late that night she received a call from the gendar¬ 
merie: They had fished a half-dead Jacques out of the Seine. 
Whether this was a suicide attempt or just a piece of manipu¬ 
lation we don’t know; anyway, Gisela unhappily took him back 
into her life. She wrote to us in much distress wanting, as she 
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put it, the reverse of a love spell: some magic whereby she 
could successfully get Jacques to leave without hurting him. 

It turned out that Jacques was a Leo—one of the most 
loyal of all natures. Almost no matter what you say to a Leo; 
once he or she has become your friend, he will remain loyal. If 
he finds out that a friend is really being underhanded with 
him, it temporarily shatters his world. Consequently we 
warned Gisela that she would have to deal very delicately 
with Jacques and not try to thrust him out of her life as she 
had before. We advised her first to find another companion 
for Jacques, one whom he could learn to trust; and then to 
follow the path we gave her to unbind the ties between them. 
Sexual ties can be very deep, especially when it is the first 
intense experience for one of the partners. Gisela was able 
slowly and carefully to wean Jacques of his romantic love for 
her; and they still remain friends. Yet to do this, she had to 
use all her skill and sophistication, and for many months her 
life remained a turmoil. She lost several good business con¬ 
tacts, just because she let Jacques become bonded to her. 

Astromantically Avoiding the Spell 
of Desire 

Desire strikes in the most surprising places. People who 
are altogether unsuited for one another often find themselves 
in the throes of a passionate love affair because of the attrac¬ 
tion they feel for each other. This attraction may derive from 
past lifetimes lived together or from a likeness of natures or, 
as Ibn Saud noted, from a total difference between natures. 
In this case, each finds novelty and excitement in exploring 
the other’s ideas and habits. The problem is: Most people are 
unable to separate in their own minds honest desire from the 
qualities and natures that when combined would make a last¬ 
ing, long-term relationship work. Desire often runs its course 
quickly; however, if the relationship is consummated the 
couple are bound together for they have shared many things, 
just as in a friendship ritual. Perhaps they have bathed to¬ 
gether; they have eaten together or perhaps they have even, 
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in the simile of the romantic magazines, ‘used one another’s 
toothbrush.’ Any of these sharings can bind them together. 
Anthropologists have also noticed that the sexual act tends to 
bind the male to the female; for Mother Nature arranges it so 
that the natural result of such sex acts, the child, is to be 
protected and consequently the male instinct leads one who 
has committed the act of fathering to wait around for the 
birth. If you enter into any relationship that is based purely 
on desire, and the partners have little in common, you must 
be careful not to bind yourself to the partner, and equally 
careful to try your best not to let him get bound to you. One 
way of doing this is to wear closed rings on your fingers. 
These will diminish your susceptibility to psychic entangle¬ 
ment. Be honest with your partner about your needs, and be 
honest about your long-range expectations; y®ur problems 
will be minimized. 

When binding occurs as it did in Jacques’ case, you have 
to act in such a way that the bond will be broken with 
minimum pain. 

Using Your Incompatibility Wheel 
to Break Up a Relationship Painlessly 

No matter how carefully you enter into a romance, you 
will occasionally get trapped. Additionally, you must not 
overlook the possibility of being ensnared by a magical proce¬ 
dure. On other occasions you may wish to break up the rela¬ 
tionship between two other people who you can see are head¬ 
ing for disaster. 

Just as you have learned how to attract friends and ro¬ 
mance into your life by assuming the correct nature and look¬ 
ing for compatibilities, so you can also arrange for rejection 
by using the nature which most clashes with the person you 
want to reject, or by suggesting to one party of a relationship 
that he or she should behave more in the manner of an incom¬ 
patible nature. To find the nature which is incompatible to 
yours, construct the Astromancy Incompatibility Computer 
shown in Figure VII-1. When you place point A over the sign

of the person to be rejected, the arrows indicate the natures 
that are incompatible. All you have to do is assume one of 
these two natures, and the person will automatically—slowly 
and surely—depart from your life. 


Do Not Let Thine Energies Be

many marriages; and I say unto thee truly that most of these 
marriages endured far longer and were happier than those 
which the children of today arrange for themselves. When two 
people are brought together cold and a small fire is kindled, 
throughout their lives they use the energies that we are given 
to sustain the fire of their affection. When two people come 
together with great passionate desire, they use these energies 
to build a flaming pyre—and too often when the pyre is con¬ 
sumed ashes of hate are left. Like the good brickmaker, thou 
must build a slow fire that will last until thy death. To do 
this, the spark must be kindled first with casual acquaint¬ 
anceship, then with friendship, and only then must all the 
tinder be ignited with the slow passion of long-lasting love.

Several years later we met Lily in person at a conven¬ 
tion. She told us that although the magic had worked for her 
and she had indeed gotten all the friends she wanted, it was 
still a time of great unhappiness in her life. Within a week of 
turning herself into a Pisces she had locked on emotionally to 
an Aquarius and had bound herself to him emotionally by 
consummating the affair one romantic evening.

Reviewing Your Path to Romance 

Lily’s story is really one of magic that went wrong, par¬ 
tially through our failure to investigate the situation 
thoroughly enough. This is one of the reasons we have learned 
to be so careful in giving advice by letter; for more often than 
not, people withhold some of the information we need for a 
proper assessment of their case. 

Having a romance, being made love to or making love, is 
great fun and we think it should be indulged in far more often 
than it is; however, it should not be the basis for a lifetime 
relationship. Too often people share only a bed. To find ro¬ 
mance, first you must act like an air sign and gain a circle of 
acquaintances. From these acquaintances, with the aid of 
your Friendship Dial, you can select a handful of friends. 
Then, using the trine of love, you can start a romance with 
any of these friends you wish. At all times, realize in your 
mind the difference between desire and affection. Of course 
the attractive person down the street would be fun to make 
love to! If you can make this come true, do it and get it out of 
your system; no blame. But do not confuse this with a true 
romance and love affair, which must be based on mutual un¬ 
derstanding and friendship. 

You can temporarily change your elemental nature so 
that you can more easily gratify your desire; but these per¬ 
sonality changes are not for ever and you will eventually slip 
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back into your old inborn ways. If in an altered personality 
you become bonded to another person, however, that bonding 
will remain even when you change back into your own natural 
birth personality. It is equally true that you should not try to 
change the personality of the one of whom you are now enam¬ 
ored; nor if you force that personality into a new mold, it too 
will slip back into its natural personality after a little while, 
and only ashes will remain. The Pygmalion story wherein the 
professor makes an urchin into a lady and falls in love with her 
is all very well as a story, and it will work if the natures of the 
people are compatible; but if you try to change the nature of 
your partner, disaster will surely follow. 

Today you may be in a relationship (or thinking about 
one) which may never succeed for there is in it the underlying 
flaw of incompatibility of natures. While you and your spouse 
are still young, divorce should not be looked upon as a 
tragedy; instead, it is the completion of one chapter of your 
life and the opportunity to start another, better, more in¬ 
teresting chapter suited to your current needs. 

Breathe Life into Another 

At intervals a miracle doth occur in the desert. A small 
amount of rain doth fall; then the desert which was brown 
becometh green, and beautiful flowers appear and grass doth 
grow.

Provided only that this blossom be allowed to 
grow under the mutual cherishing of the dual spirits, the 
future is assured. If the blossom faileth, it doth so because the 
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spirits of the couple are not compatible. No one should be 
blamed for such a failure; for if the spirits do not meld, no 
matter that the bodies are young and harmonious; still they 
mil never be truly one. Above all, the authorities in the land 
(whether they be religious or secular) should not with mighty 
oaths proclaim that once married, people are sentenced for 
life to unhappiness and its attendant ill health.

Lew 
and Eleanor were the best possible friends, each sharing the 
other’s troubles and joys—except of course that Eleanor 
never told Lew how she really felt about him. 

One winter’s day nearly thirty years ago, as Lew re¬ 
members it, he suddenly woke up to the fact that he loved 
Eleanor. This sudden overnight realization left him stunned; 
but even though it was snowing hard, he walked over to 
Eleanor’s and told her right out, as was his way, how he felt. 
Theirs was a whirlwind courtship and marriage, for within a 
couple of weeks they were married by the county clerk.

Many years after their mundane wedding, they came to 
us because they felt that even though they were good friends, 
still the spiritual part of their life was not sealed. Meeting 
them, seeing how they worked and reacted together, it was 
obvious that their spirits were truly melded though in their 
minds they were still separate. So we performed for them a 
Wiccan marriage, wherein the bodies are bound together in a 
manner which guarantees the spirits will unite. Shortly after 
this handfasting Lew and Eleanor went through a terrifying 
and destructive calamity, a calamity we cannot describe here 
for it is still being sorted out in the courts. Let it suffice to say 
that any other marriage would probably have failed if sub¬ 
jected to this kind of stress. Yet when all their friends seemed 
to abandon them, when prosperity and health ebbed away, 
still they found strength in each other and still they shone 
with inner beauty. Seeing this, their friends came back and 
are now supporting them in their unsolved problems. 

Theirs is the type of marriage or long-term spiritual 
commitment that you really want. 

Soul-Mating Yourself with Another 

Once you have found someone with whom you can be 
completely compatible and friendly, someone with whom ro¬ 
mance has turned into love, then it is time to consider going 
through the spiritual procedure necessary to meld your two 
spirits, or as it is fashionably called, ‘soul mating.’ First you 
should do the procedure for friendship from Chapter VI; then 
live together for a year and a day; and then proceed to the 
following steps. 

From the Astromantic point of view, when a couple de¬ 
cide they are ready to meld spiritually, their decision means 
that two separate beings are going to form a new mutually

supportive being; and the life of this being starts at some 
definite point in time. We usually recommend that this point 
in time be selected as a time of Leo; for Leo is the most loyal 
of all the signs. Review now the section in Chapter III on 
being reborn. Calculate a time when Leo energy will be avail¬ 
able to you, preferably on a day of the new moon; for you wish 
this loyalty and mutual regard to grow as the moon grows.

The quadra of your nature enables you to protect your¬ 
self and your possessions from both psychic and physical at¬ 
tacks. Using the knowledge of the quadras, you can protect 
yourself and your property against: 

• Evil Eye 

• Psychic Attack 

• Door-to-Door Sales 

• Telephone Solicitations and Threats 

• Personal Violence 

• Thieves 
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The Quality of Thy Nature 

The energy that cometh to thee andformeth thy nature is 
not only of an elemental form; but it doth also possess a 
quality. Water, as thou dost know, can be smooth or turbu¬ 
lent; or it can become as fixed as ice. The earth can be as light 
as dust, as resilient as clay, or as solid as the rocks of Mount 
Ararat. Similarly, fire can be controlled to warm thy food; or 
it can be as all-consuming as the fire that doth bum whole 
towns and destroy the heather of the mountainside. Some¬ 
times it cometh unto us in a fixed form, as when lava doth 
flow from a volcano. Indeed fire in this form is so fixed that 
in the past many did worship it and call it Jehovah . 1 Air too 
can be a warm gentle zephyr—or a hot destructive shamal . 2 
Thus it is not only that thou behavest like an element, but 
thou hast also a quality; for the energies that come from 
beyond space to the earth have both elemental and qualitative 
natures. Each of these qualities owneth its place in the 
scheme that Allah hath decreed in His wisdom; for is it not 
true that the dress of fine silk is just as useful in its time as is 
a coarse linen cloak which doth fend off the whims of 
weather? Yea, verily, it is true that the linen doth stand up to 
wear somewhat better than the silk; however, the silk doth 
show the authority of leadership, and the woman wearing silk 
rarely hath cause to work in such a way that her garment 
suffereth damage. The quality that is put on by the person 
wearing different clothes is the same quality that thou canst 
use to defend thyself in time of threat. As I have told thee, 
thou canst for short periods of time change thy nature and in 
this way gain all that thou dost desire and deserve. How¬ 
ever, when thou wishest to protect thyself thou shouldst do it 
for many turns of the Wheel of Heaven, not just for this day. 
Thus thou shouldst not change thine innermost nature and 
quality to protect thyself, but shouldst instead use and rein-

Millionaire Alvin Fails to Get His Way

Alvin G is a multi-millionaire living in Dallas, Texas. He 
became interested in Witchcraft when his first wife died and 
he was haunting the singles bars looking for a new liaison. 
Alvin’s interest in most things, with the one exception of 
money, was totally superficial; so he touched only lightly on 
the precepts of the religion and never really modified the 
deeper areas of his life. However, he really wanted to become 
an initiated Witch so he could attend some of the inner circle 
meetings which are run by various groups around the nation. 
Getting to be initiated became almost an obsession with him. 
He assumed that, just as he had with other clubs and 
societies, he should be able to buy his way in and buy his 
initiation. It was just a matter of negotiating the price. With a 
view to this, he bought the local group a small farm, and paid 
to build a meeting hall on the land. The group was extremely 
grateful, of course, and several of its members approached 
the Scorpio high priestess, Daisy H, to suggest that Alvin 
should be initiated. The group feared that if Alvin was denied 
initiation he would figure some way to take back his most 
generous gifts. 

Daisy decided she should do what is called a mirror ritual 
so that Alvin would tend to forget and to overlook the Wiccan 
group, the farm, and the meeting place. She did this because 
she felt a mirror ritual was the most appropriate for her na¬ 
ture. It did not seem to work, however; for Alvin was more 
than ever insistent on his qualifications and his right to initia¬ 
tion. At this point Daisy wrote to us, telling us what she had 
done and asking what her next step should be. We pointed out 
to her that she had done a personal ritual for defense; whereas 
what she should have done was a ritual for the group and for 
the land and the building. 
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It turned out that the time of signature on the deed and 
the time of the group’s formation both had Arian aggressive 
attack qualities and thus instead of doing a mirror ritual she 
should have put up a defensive thorn thicket around the group 
and the property. We told her that if she erected this psychic 
defensive thicket properly, Alvin would either settle down 
and study to qualify for a genuine initiation; or, seeing the 
psychic thicket, would stop bothering them. After the ritual 
was completed, Alvin lost interest in the group and so was not 
initiated at that time. Recently, however, we hear that he has 
undergone severe finaicial setbacks. Rumor is that since the 
loss of his money, he is beginning to study the Craft seriously 
again and should be initiated before you read this book. 

Using Your Quadra to Defend Yourself 

As Ibn Saud pointed out, cosmic energies from beyond 
space have not only different elemental natures but also qual¬ 
ities. Table VIII-1 shows these qualities. The left-hand column 
shows the elemental character of each of the heavenly areas. 
You can see from the Table that the twelve natures of the 
Wheel divide into four horizontal Trines and three vertical 
Quadras. In Chapter VII we used the Trine of Love and 
Romance, and in Chapter VI we used the Trine of Friendship. 
In following chapters we will show you how the other Trines 
can be utilized. 

In this chapter we are interested in the vertical columns 
or Quadras. Sometimes you will hear astrologers talking of 
‘cardinal,’ ‘fixed,’ and ‘mutable’ signs. These are the same 
Quadras under different names. 

When you wish to defend yourself or your property 
against any threat, you must fit your defense to the basic 
quality with which you or your property is imbued. Since you 
know your birth nature, you need merely read to the top of 
the Table to find out what your quality is and the bottom to 
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learn in which quadra you fall. Other items are only slightly 
more difficult. The quality of a marriage is judged from the 
time, date, and place at which it was consummated; a group 
by the time, date, and place it was formed. The time of a 
building or other material possession is usually determined by 
the time, date, and place at which it came into your physical 
possession. Thus Daisy was a fixed water sign; however, the 
coven and the building turned out to have a cardinal quadra- 
of-attack quality, so protection for the building and the coven 
had to be done in a manner appropriate to an attack-quadra 
sign. 

Three types of protection are used in Astromancy: 

1. Attacks of the aggressor—The aggressor is one who 
finds that for him attack is the best form of defense. 

2. Mirror—Being fixed by nature, this person erects a 
defensive mirror around himself, thus reflecting back 
any attack onto the aggressor. 

3. Invisibility—One of mutable nature blends with his 
background and disappears into the crowd, camouf¬ 
laging or concealing himself. 

Table VIII-2 shows the three defensive methods appro¬ 
priate to the various birth natures and their respective qual¬ 
ities. In the past you may have tried various protective de¬ 
vices, only to find they did not work for you though they had 
been shown to work adequately for other people. This is be¬ 
cause the defensive method you were using was not appropri¬ 
ate to the quality of your nature.

The quality of the natures in the Quadra of Attack is such 
that they are strong and determined, good leaders, and quick 
to respond to any slight by attacking the aggressor. Thus to 
defend against any attack, the attacked person or property 
should be made to look extremely aggressive. A person 
should simulate anger; a vehicle should be painted in an ag¬ 
gressive color (probably red); and all objects should be clearly 

labeled, “The property of_” If a person having 

this quality receives a bill through the mail which is not due, 
that bill should be returned with a very aggressive letter to 
the manager of the company involved. A person being haras¬ 
sed on the phone should respond with violence to the caller, 
topping each epithet used with a more belligerent one. When 
faced with these ploys, most attackers retreat. Houses be¬ 
longing to Quadra-of-Attack people should be protected by 
notices of electronic equipment on the premises and by “Be¬ 
ware of the Dog” (or some other animal) signs. For psychic 
protection, a triple circle of salt and sulphur should be laid 
down in daylight around the property where everyone can see 
it. When all else fails, a protective ritual should be done at 
high noon on the day of a new moon. A typical ritual would be 
as follows: 


‘GET THEE GONE’ Ritual 

At high noon on the day of a new moon, take two red 
candles and a photograph of the person to be kept away. 
Light the candles and look into their flames, thinking 
strongly of the person being defeated. Burn the picture, 
saving the ashes. Take one candle (still burning) in each 
hand and smash their flaming ends violently together, 
while you yell at the top of your voice, 

“_(name), get thee gone!” 

Divide the ash into three portions; divide the candle drip- 
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pings into three portions. Mail one portion of ash and 
one portion of drippings to the attacker. After nine days 
mail a second portion of each to the attacker. After 
another nine days, mail the final portions to the attacker. 

He will leave you alone. 

Florella Stops the Robbers

Florella W is a student from Harlem. She originally 
wrote to us for a protective ritual for her property because 
she was constantly being ripped off. She lived in a neighbor¬ 
hood where a high incidence of theft is chronic. After studying 
Florella’s situation, we decided that her apartment was in the 
Quadra of Attack. We told her to paint the door red and nail 
to it two crossed bones. Additionally we suggested she place a 
small sign near the doorknob saying, “When opening door, 
please do not let the snakes escape as the cold will harm 
them.” Since the day she changed her door, Florella has never 
lost so much as a penny, even though she lives (as we said) in 
an area with a high crime rate. 

Protective Methods for 
Quadra-of-the-Mirror Natures 

The quality of Mirror-Quadra natures is fixed, so that 
people having this quality wish to remain in one fixed place 
and do not wish to be moved, no matter that type of attack is 
launched against them. The only way to defend this nature 
adequately is to surround it with a mirror so that any attack is 
reflected back against the attacker. If your nature is that of 
the Mirror Quadra, you should use the new plastic reflective 
coating preparations on the windows of your home and your 
car. Wear mirror sunglasses. If someone calls and annoys you 
on the phone, repeat back to him the words he uses. For 
psychic attack, on the night of a full moon place horseshoes 
around your home with their points outward. A good ritual to 
do is. 
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PROTECTIVE MIRROR Ritual 

Since time immemorial polished surfaces, especially of 
bronze and steel, have been used with appropriate charming 
to reflect back the harmful intent of ill-wishers and casters of 
the evil eye. A mirror by itself is inert and neutral; so to make 
it work for you, place a picture of yourself behind the mirror 
as shown in Figure VIII-1. Then use a ritual to activate the 
combination. 

Light four orange candles. Hold the mirror flat 
against your heart. Stand facing north and chant, 

“Mirror, Mirror, work for me. 

From slings and arrows keep me free. 

As I will, so mote it be.” 

Repeat the chant while you face east, then south, then 
west. Repeat it again while you hold the mirror face 
down at floor level; and again while you hold it face up at 
arm’s length above your head. (This means you will say 
the chant a total of six times.) Let the candles burn out in 
their own time. 

Reinforce this protective ritual once every five days 
until the danger is past. If you can place the mirror with

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your picture behind it where the attacker can see it, this 
is the best possible defense. If such an arrangement can¬ 
not be made, you should bury the mirror face up in dry 
sand to which you have added a little sulphur and salt. 

George Rids His Life of Bad Influences

George Q lives in Scottsdale, Arizona, and was part of 
the retirement community there. He was no mean occultist; 
however, he was always getting himself into trouble by being 
too obliging to his friends. This is an Aquarian habit: Aqua¬ 
rians fear loneliness, and in order to keep their friends they 
tend to do such things as become co-signers on notes. Inevita¬ 
bly some of these notes cause problems, and George seemed 
always to be plagued by bill collectors and telephone solicita¬ 
tions. He had his telephone number changed; still they 
tracked him down. He even had it unlisted; still they seemed 
to be able to get it. He met us at a psychic seminar in Phoenix. 
We told him his trouble was that people would remember him 
because he was so friendly, and that he needed to do a mirror 
ritual to reflect back the attacks. George did the ritual and 
additionally invented a new name which reversed the order of 
the letters in his actual name. It is not illegal in the United 
States to use a pseudonym. When he put his telephone in this 
name, no one could find him; and when he told people his 
name, very few remembered it. Thus he easily overcame his 
problems. 

Protective Methods for Those of the 
Quadra of Invisibility 

A basic law of physics is that energy has to be stopped if 
it is to cause damage. It is the absorption of radiation energy, 
for instance, that kills. If the energy passed through without 
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being stopped, those in its path would not be harmed. The 
same is true of psychic energy. If you become psychically 
invisible, you will never be harmed by energies directed at 
you. 

In order to defend yourself or your property, therefore, 
if you are in the Quadra of Invisibility, you must become 
invisible. If your house is in a city, make it identical to all its 
neighbors. Paint it in precisely the same colors, and make the 
front yard precisely match those on either side of it. If you are 
in the country, you should screen your dwelling with bushes 
and trees, and perhaps paint it with camouflage colors. When 
you are in a crowd of people your attire must exactly match 
theirs. When you are at a party, you must not in any way be 
distinguishable from others at that party. You must match 
not only your attire but also your actions and voice to those 
around you. You may have a tendency to dress in pastel colors 
and to be very wishy-washy. You must overcome this habit if 
you are to avoid attack, for in a brightly colored crowd your 
pastels make you different and thus noticeable. 

If your telephone is a problem, in your case you should 
list it in among the Smiths or the Wilsons; and when someone 
annoys you he should be answered with absolute silence. Bill 
collectors who come to you in error should also be met with a 
blank stare. If you are verbally attacked, put on the look of 
the idiot. Let it all flow by you as if you were not even there. 
If you are attacked psychically, again you should completely 
ignore it. After one experience of this, you should be able to 
get your mind in such a state that you don’t even notice a 
psychic attack. Your total defense is to ignore any attack, 
making absolutely no response to it. To aid in this, an invisi¬ 
bility ritual is often useful. 

INVISIBILITY Ritual 

(Best performed at twilight on day of new moon) 

Bathe quietly and gently. Put on a clean loose- 
fitting garment and go to some place where no one will 
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see you. Light a small white candle. Around yourself and 
the candle, cast an imaginary circle by pointing your 
finger at the ground. Rotate upon your axis (that is, 
pirouette in place) saying quietly, 

“I am surrounded by the pure white light of the 
Gods. 

All that is good shall stay with me. 

All that is evil shall go on its way and cause me no 
harm.” 

Quietly blow out the candle, saying, 

“As I will, so mote it be.” 

It is best either to bum or to bury the remains of the 
candle, or place it among other used candles in a drawer. 

Dolores Drives the Sorcerer Berserk

Dolores G, a Pisces by nature, lived in Mexico City. 
When she was young, she somehow incurred the wrath of a 
Spanish sorcerer or ‘brujo.’ He swore a mighty oath that he 
would be avenged and would cause her never to marry. Do¬ 
lores was a young child when this happened, and had quite 
forgotten the sorcerer’s curse by the time she started dating. 
She fell in love with a young Spanish nobleman, Juan-Carlos, 
who was visiting Mexico for the first time. Perhaps through 
jealousy, one of Dolores’ friends told Juan-Carlos of the curse. 
He immediately went to another brujo and got all the protec¬ 
tive amulets he could obtain for Dolores; but they did no good. 
For as the wedding day approached Dolores seemed to be 
more and more on edge and arguments between the lovers 
multiplied.

At this time Dolores, who had earlier been a student of 
the School, wrote to us about her problem. We told her to get 
rid of all the amulets and to do the invisibility ritual given

above. We traveled astrally to see Dolores a couple of times 
after she did the ritual, and could see negative thoughtforms 
(apparently from the brujo) going right through her. Soon, 
despite the brujo’s efforts, the marriage was performed and 
Dolores now lives in Madrid with her new husband. 

Under normal circumstances, one might say that the re¬ 
moval of the amulets which Juan-Carlos had bought for Do¬ 
lores meant that she was no longer reminded of the curse, and 
that the curse which was all in her mind was therefore in¬ 
operative. But we can assure you that energies from the curse 
were present around Dolores even on her wedding day. They 
did not affect her because she was able totally to ignore them. 

Later we heard that the brujo had worked hard at his 
curse; that in fact he worked himself into a severe illness. In 
his attempts to stop the wedding, he went to the Basilica of 
Guadalupe and tried to direct negative energy at Dolores ac¬ 
tually as she knelt at the altar. He expended his energy in 
vain; for she was perfectly immune to his attacks, and they 
passed through her just as light passes through clear glass. 

Balancing Thy Wheel of Life 

The wheel which is not round traveleth unevenly along 
the path of life; and if it be too far out of round, it becometh 
useless and breaketh on the first small obstruction lying 
along the caravan route.

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How Claire Became 
a Great Trial Lawyer

Claire N now lives in a large midwestem city. 3 She 
joined our School when she felt that her whole life was going 
to pieces. Claire had been a brilliant law student, graduating 
very close to the top of her class. On the strength of her grade 
average she had been able to obtain an excellent position with 
one of the city’s larger law firms. 

Claire’s father had died when she was still in her teens, 
but her mother had invested the insurance money wisely and 
had been able both to support herself and to help Claire 
through college, even though this meant she had to get a 
temporary job with the postal service and Claire herself had 
to get some substantial student loans. 

Now, with her position secure, Claire was able to repay 
her mother some of the money paid toward her education; and 
her mother was able to give up her job. Very soon, though, 
Claire found that working in a law office was not quite the 
same thing as being the star of her class, although she got a 
good salary and could see that in a few years’ time she would 
have her opportunity to shine in the courtroom. The drudgery 
of searching for appropriate precedents, the file work, and 
the research work were assigned to Claire while the firm’s 
more senior members participated in the drama of the court¬ 
room. Claire saw the results of her own research only in the 
newspapers, when the trial lawyer won or lost a prominent 
case on which she had worked. 

At this time her mother’s health broke down and she had 
a major heart attack. Claire therefore gritted her teeth and 
carried on with her humdrum work, suppressing her fiery 
nature. Slowly she fell ill of what the doctors could only call 
‘non-specific ailments,’ meaning that they didn’t really know 


3 Because she is so well known, we cannot give you even the name of the 
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what was wrong with her. Her work grew more and more 
superficial; and when she was reproached for this, she grew 
angry and defended herself by attacking. Eventually the law 
firm told her in no uncertain terms that she had better shape 
up or prepare to ship out. 

Claire began to worry that she was hexed, and wrote to 
us as old friends who might be able to help her. Our advice 
was essentially to balance her nature by finding a position 
where she could use her fiery attack characteristics to their 
full advantage. She took our advice and became the public 
defender for a small town near the city in which she lived. In 
this role she was quite brilliant, and immediately regained her 
health and her pleasant personality. Because she now had to 
do research work for her own cases, she could comprehend 
how important that aspect of the work was; for if in this 
position she didn’t do it suitably, she could see the results in 
her cases right away. In this manner, her life got into a more 
balanced condition. 

Soon she gained a reputation as an attorney who could 
win the most difficult and complex cases for her clients. 
Within six months of becoming a public defender, she was 
offered a chance to be the assistant trial lawyer in a major 
murder case. When the leading attorney fell ill, she took over 
and stunningly convinced the jury that her client was not 
guilty. Of course this success led to other opportunities to 
show her abilities. In all her trial work, though, she still bal¬ 
ances her nature by doing her own research. 

Because Claire learned the value of being able to channel 
her fiery energy into other natural characteristics, she was 
able to achieve a smooth balanced approach to life and hence 
to her cases. 

The Wheel Balancing Disk of Your Life 

To achieve balance in your life, you must occasionally 
take on the natures of the other elements of your own quadra, 
though we do not recommend that you try for ever to change 
the underlying quality of your nature. We did not, for in- 
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stance, recommend to Claire that she change from an attack 
quadra to a mutable hiding quadra. We suggested instead 
that she achieve in her life a good balance rather than con¬ 
tinually suppressing her fire elemental nature. The easiest 
way to get this balance is to use the three zodiacal amulets as 
we told you in Chapter I to bring in the missing energies. 
Claire was not hexed; she was psychically unbalanced. 

Another way of balancing your life is to make a personal 
disk. To do this, look at Table VIII-1, to find your own natal 
sign and quadra. In order to achieve balance, you must bring 
in elements from the other natal signs of your quadra. To use 
Claire’s case as an example: She was an Aries, the second sign 
down in the left-hand column. To achieve a balance, she had to 
bring into her life elements of earth (Capricorn), water 
(Cancer), and air (Libra). We had her make a disk as shown in 
Figure VIII-2, with four quarters. Around its edge she in¬ 
scribed her own sign and the three other signs, as shown in 
the figure. Figures VIII-3 and VIII-4 show balancing disks 
for the other quadras. Copy the disk appropriate to yourself 
onto heavy paper and color its segments. When you are hav¬ 
ing trouble in your life, place the center of your disk very 
carefully on the tip of a bail-point pen (Fig. VIII-5). Look 
down on it and think “Balance!” while you spin it with your fin¬ 
ger. You must learn to do this delicate procedure even when 
you are under stress; for it is in looking down on the disk and 
being able to keep it in balance that you will be able automati¬ 
cally to achieve the balance that will overcome many of life’s 
problems for you.

Using the Teachings of This Chapter 

If you are under attack, the first thing you need to do is 
look up your nature in Table VIII-1 and decide which defen¬ 
sive method is most appropriate to the quality of your nature. 
If you are of an attack quadra, attack those who are troubling 
you. Be bold and fearsome. Simulate a little violence if neces¬ 
sary. Make great use of red colors and bulky, overpowering 
jewelry and accessories. 

If you are of the mirror quadra, you do not wish to move 
to the attack but remain exactly in the position where you find 
yourself. Take a fixed position with attackers, never varying 
your front; and when necessary, use mirror techniques to 
show the attackers how foolish they really are. 

If you are of the invisibility quadra you should disappear 
into the crowd and psychically become as clear as pure glass 
so that the attacks pass right through you and you do not at 
any time even acknowledge their existence. 
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Lastly, throughout your life you should achieve a bal¬ 
anced nature; for when your nature is balanced, attacks that 
could occur through the other elements will automatically be 
warded off; and trouble that you might get yourself into by 
overemphasizing your own elemental nature will be avoided. 



Chapter Nine

What This Chapter Will Do for You 

Getting into a supervisory role or a role of leadership can 
be a most important early step on your pathway to success. 
This chapter will teach you how to use a Mastery Circle and to 
combine it with the Trine of Dominance to 

• Influence others to your way 

• Get decisions made in your favor 

• Revise unfavorable opinions and decisions 

• Direct others even when they are not in your presence 
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The Mastery Nature above Thee 
and the Subservient Nature 
below Thee 

In my youth there was a game much played which today 
is called ‘Scissors, Stone, Paper.’ Each player doth on a given 
signal indicate with his hand whether he be scissors, stone, or 
paper. The stone doth blunt the scissors; the paper doth wrap 
the stone; and the scissor doth cut the paper. Thus these three 
devices form a circle 1 in which none is altogether superior 
over the other for each hath its strengths but each can be 
overcome by one of the others. When Allah in His great 
generosity arranged the heavens so that energies from them 
would give mortal men differing natures, in His wisdom He 
also arranged that each succeeding sign should have domi¬ 
nance in its way over the one that preceded it. Thus fire can 
heat and vanquish water; water by its nature maketh heavy 
the light air signs; the wind can blow the sands of the desert or 
even wear down the mountains and overcome them; and fire 
must always submit to and be smothered by earth. In the 
wisdom of Allah the Wheel of the Heavens is perfectly bal¬ 
anced, for each succeeding sign can dominate the one before it 
and yet in its turn is dominated by the one that followeth it.

When he came to us Steve was already a practicing oc¬ 
cultist. He was fascinated by his power over other people, 
especially over women. He had used this power to taste all 
the fruits of life and he was worried to see how easily people 
could be swayed. After we got to know him a little, we found 
that this power concerned him so much he had at times even 
contemplated suicide; for he did not trust himself to use it 
wisely.

He had come upon the method he used quite by accident, 
apparently; but his method has a sound basis in Astromantic 
fact. When Steve wished to dominate a person or to obtain a 
thing, he would find the birthdate of the person or object he 
wanted, and then he would assume the characteristics of the 
sign that mastered it. By doing this he could always attain his 
objective, no matter whether it was a lady’s love, a loan from 
a bank, or a new car. It had never failed him. Because the 
path of life was so easy for him, he held life itself in low 
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esteem. Only when he understood that the use of magic to 
attain every object robs life in this world of its spice and its 
value as a method of teaching the spirit, did he finally give up 
the use of magic and instead use his natural abilities to 
achieve his goals. 

Your Circle of Mastery 

As Ibn Saud taught and as Steve’s experience confirmed 
to us, each sign has another sign which is subservient to it. 
The wheel of signs in Figure IX-2 shows this natural sequence 
of subservience. As you read around the circle in a clockwise 
direction, each nature has in itself something that can over¬ 
come the previous nature. If you wish to get your way with an 
Aries, for instance, you should assume the earth characteris¬ 
tics of a Taurus so that you can overcome the Arian fire with 
the smothering effect of earth. If you wish to overcome a 
Taurus, the air nature Gemini with its quickness of thought 
will soon confuse and wear away the resistance of a solid 
Taurus. The air nature Gemini in its turn can be mastered by 
the water nature Cancer, whose flowing presence and 
changes of direction will make the light and breezy Gemini 
heavy. Similarly, Cancer can be mastered by the fire of a Leo; 
for the heat of the fire will make the water evaporate. To use 
the Circle of Mastery, all you have to do is select the sign 
one around in a clockwise direction from the one you wish to 
master. 

Typical Examples 
of the Use of Mastery 

• Getting a bank loan 

1. Go in and discuss the possibility of a loan with the 
bank officer. Do not ask for the loan at that time; instead, 
either get the birthdate of the loan officer or form your own 
opinion as to the date. 
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2. Assume the nature of a sign that masters the bank 
officer’s nature (Chapter I) and if possible, set up your inter¬ 
view in the time of that nature (Chapter III). 

3. Complete all the paperwork and detailed work you 
can ahead of time; then go in and get the loan. 

• Filing a complaint or returning merchandise 

1. Get an interview with the supervisor of the salesper¬ 
son who is causing you the problem. This may be a single 
interview, so first ascertain the nature of the supervisor. 

2. Excuse yourself for a moment and put on the appro¬ 
priate amulet so that you can get energy to dominate the 
situation. 
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• Getting Rid of Unwanted People 

1. In this case you probably know the nature of the per¬ 
son to be removed from your path, 

2. Make a long-term adjustment in your nature (Chapter 
III) so that you can bring influence to bear for several days. 

You will find that the natures you assume will work not 
only in face-to-face situations but also on the minds of people 
you have met long after you have left their immediate pres¬ 
ence.

Elouise B is the wife of a small-town Georgia politician. 
She is a typical southern lady; and we often suspect that such 
ladies are the actual driving force behind the successes of 
their men. Elouise, however, had drifted with the southern 
culture and had become a passive bystander at her husband’s 
campaigns. In the 1970’s Georgia politics became very com¬ 
plex and difficult with the entry of such people as Jimmy 
Carter into the previously settled and quiet arena; in that 
arena the last real activity had been the civil-rights move¬ 
ment of the early 1960’s. Thus Elouise’s husband Clay was 
faced with a strenuous uphill battle in his fight for re-election. 

With the women’s lib movement coming along, one of 
Clay’s aides conceived the idea that Elouise should be brought 
more to the front; his suggestion received support when 
Clay’s party saw the publicity that Rosalynn and Miss Lillian 
achieved for Governor, then President, Carter. Time had 
hung heavy on Elouise’s hands, and she had been taking our 
course. Now she did all she could to avoid getting involved in 
Clay’s campaign short of appearing actually opposed to his 
candidacy. When opinion polls showed that Clay was losing, it 
was decided that Elouise should head up the local multiple- 
sclerosis fund drive. This meant she would have to go out and 
speak for the drive, and solicit funds for it on her own. She 
asked that, because this was such a deserving cause, we at 
the School do a money ritual to help her get the money quickly 
and let her get back to her quiet studies.

She is still a notable and quotable figure in local 
politics, and her marriage is serene once more. Clay now 
pointedly refused any requests from his aides that Elouise get 
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out and work in support of his political career. Thus everyone 
is happy in his role, even if Clay may not be re-elected next 
time. 

Astromancy Can Make You a Leader 

Any leader is very little different from you or me. Just as 
Elouise changed herself from a shy retiring housewife into a 
dynamic leader, so you too can take on leadership attributes. 
As Ibn Saud taught, the natures that are fiery or sun-like, the 
Trine of Dominance from Table VI I-1, are the people who will 
always be out leading the pack or the herd toward a goal. In 
Elouise’ case, the goal was gold or money; so leadership to¬ 
ward that goal required the assumption of a Leo nature. 
Leadership toward other goals requires the assumption of 
either an Aries or a Sagittarius nature. 

Table IX-1 shows which leadership characteristics you 
should take on for various goals. All you have to do for short¬ 
term leadership is to follow the directions in Chapter I to

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acquire the nature you need. For long-term commitments you 
should be reborn as a natural leader, as Elouise was. Once 
you take on these leadership roles, you will naturally gather 
around you people of various other natures who will be sub¬ 
servient to you and will do your bidding. A natural leader will 
be out there leading the pack; he will need people to back him 
up and support him, both with good solid data and with emo¬ 
tional support. If you are alone, instead of support from other 
people you must acquire support from Astromantic energies. 
Once you have acquired the leadership position you need, you 
should learn to balance your energies as you did at the end of 
Chapter VIII. 

Enlightened Ones Have to Lead Too 

As I gaze across the vast gulf of time that doth separate 
me from thee, I see a great lack of spiritual leadership in all 
the lands.

The time is at hand 
when the people will no longer allow their leaders to direct 
them into these negative ways; yet I do not see any enlight¬ 
ened ones taking up the challenge. In the marble halls of the 
university there are indeed great philosophers whose thoughts 
would change the world and make it a better place. They too 
must rise up and lead; for if they do not, then indeed the 
Armageddon that the Christians so fear will engulf us all. 
The enlightened ones can lead and should lead; though withal 
they need not give up their enlightenment. 
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Professor A Leads the Children to 
Safety 

A rather interesting case of a person outside the Craft 
assuming a natural leadership role came to light in our recent 
reading about the invasion of France by the Germans in 
World War II. Professor A was studying Norse remnant 
mythology in the Normandy district of France, a part of 
France where Vikings held sway for many years. Those Vik¬ 
ings were popular among the local residents, who had previ¬ 
ously been heavily taxed both by the church and by the state. 
Thus the Vikings stayed and founded dynasties; in fact it was 
from Normandy that the Vikings sailed when they subdued 
Sicily and invaded parts of Italy. 

The Professor was steeped in Norse mythology, and was 
so intent on it that he did not pay sufficient attention to the 
daily news. Suddenly he found himself in a town the Germans 
were actually entering. He realized he must get back to 
England or be interned for the rest of the war—and already 
rumors of some of the German ‘labor’ camps had leaked out. 
He set out in his car, attempting to flee the invading forces. 
The Germans were still trying to prevent refugees from clog¬ 
ging the roads in their efforts to escape, so they were trying 
to bomb out various bridges along the way. In one such bomb¬ 
ing attack a bus containing six English children and four 
French children had been damaged. The children had been 
under the supervision of a nun who was attempting to get 
them out of France; it was her dying wish that the Professor 
should take charge of the children and see them safely out of 
the country. Since the roads were now impassable, the Pro¬ 
fessor and the children started to walk toward the next vil¬ 
lage. In their excitement and fear, the mixed group of chil¬ 
dren was almost unmanageable, especially when they saw the 
death and destruction all around them.

Look around you. There are hundreds and thousands of 
people who need leadership and guidance. Just because you 
are of a spiritual nature, there is no need to assume that you 
cannot or should not lead. As Ibn Saud has indicated, you are 
desperately needed in this day and age. 

When you look at Table IX-1 you will see the three signs 
of leadership. Notice that the Sagittarius nature associated 
with blue is the most spiritual. This is the nature you should 
use to put on your blue mantle of enlightened leadership. That 
is not leadership which will lead you to power over others; it is 
leadership that will allow you to show others the path. It will 
not lead to gold or to power; but it will do more good in the 
world than any other course you could possibly pursue.

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the middle of a desert, of course you should also consider 
moving either to a lake or to the seacoast; for you will never 
be truly happy until you are close to the element which is your 
nature. 

Using the Teachings of This Chapter 

The most important teaching of this chapter, a teaching 
which you must apply daily in your life, is that domination of 
other people is not necessarily an evil thing. Leaders are 
sadly needed in this world. To become a leader you should 
assume the correct leadership characteristics. When people 
see you put on the garb of a leader, they will automatically 
follow. Even people who are shy and retiring and of a spiritual 
nature can be, and often should be, leaders. For many leaders 
nowadays are in it merely for the power that it gives them— 
power which inevitably corrupts them. Only the spiritual 
leaders of this world are capable of bringing about peace and 
harmony.

As Cynthia’s example shows, it may not be your fault 
that you are not gaining the wealth and riches you expect 
from the world. Your natural energies will allow you to gain 
wealth in one particular natural way. In Chapter IX, Table 
IX-2 shows the careers best suited to each nature. Look at 
your nature and see whether the work you are presently 
doing will lead you to the best careers, or whether you can 
slightly modify the work you are doing to get it more in line 
with your nature. If you find that you have a mismatch in 
your life, yet you like your present work and can see some 
prospect of success in it, you should follow the long-term 
technique given in Chapter III to take on the attributes of the 
nature which will allow you to succeed in your present job. 
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This will make you tremendously more successful in your im¬ 
mediate endeavors. 

If you are not content with this, you should also start 
looking for a career that will be natural to you. In this way 
you will not only gain much wealth, but you will also be far 
happier in your work; for you will not be forcing yourself out 
of your natural inborn pattern of talents. We do not recom¬ 
mend that you immediately give up your present employment 
and launch out into a new career without adequate prepara¬ 
tion. We do recommend that you start looking and preparing 
for a new career, and at the same time you put on the guise 
that will best reconcile your nature with your present career. 
For this purpose you may use a rebirth procedure as recom¬ 
mended in Chapter V, or you may wear properly colored 
clothes in colors which are suited to the task. 

Lastly, of course, we strongly recommend that you al¬ 
ways bring a little Sagittarius luck and nature into your work. 
Write all your notes, if you like, with a dark blue pen; and 
every time you see the blue color flowing from its point re¬ 
member that the blue is bringing you luck and success. 

Do Not Scatter Thy Forces 

The competent farmer as he tills his fields plants large 
areas of single crops. Assuredly, near his home he plants a 
varied garden so that he can provide his family with many 
various fruits and vegetables; but his main purpose is the 
raising of a single crop. When this crop hath need of work, he 
doth not spend time in his family garden. His main crop 
receiveth all his attention. He doth not scatter his energies 
and dissipate his forces in raising many different crops each 
of which would require specialized knowledge, attention, and 
equipment. When he worketh he doth one task alone and doth 
it correctly. 

If thou art to succeed in any task in thy life, thou must 
emulate the farmer. Set thy mind and all thine efforts unto a 
single task which is part of the grand scheme that thou hast 
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plotted for thy life; then thou unit assuredly succeed. I have 
seen with mine own eyes how some farmers of the village 
having but one pair of camels, a handful of chickens, and 
some wheat do fail because, unlike their more astute breth¬ 
ren, they labor from morning till night first feeding one ani¬ 
mal, then tending another, then gathering their small 
crop—and yet withal they make no profit. Other farmers may 
get up as the sun breaketh over the land to tend their flocks, 
but then they are to be found smoking around the well for the 
rest of the day. Their single task is soon completed; and when 
they count their shekels, these men have many to bury under 
their poor-looking huts.

Walter H lives in a small town north of Los Angeles. Of 
all the people who ever wrote to us to join our School, Wal¬ 
ter’s life was financially the most chaotic we have ever come 
across. Yet he came from a relatively wealthy family. His 
grandfather was a multi-millionaire, but his father was what 
used to be called a ‘wastrel.’ He had died at an early age in a 
plane crash when he had attempted to fly through a Sierra 
mountain pass for a small wager. Grandpa H doted on his 
grandson; and after the problems he had had with his own 
son, he was extremely careful not to spoil the boy. However, 
it was through his attitude that Walter had gotten himself 
into the financial jam that caused him to write to us for help. 

For many years Walter had been a biker and had en¬ 
joyed the life around the tracks. He had joined many of his 
friends in the very positive group actions that various bike 
clubs undertake. His grandfather did not like him to ride on 
the street on a bike, so he made a down payment on an Aston 
Martin sports car for him. Since Grandpa was ‘not going to 
spoil the boy’, he insisted that Walter keep up the payments 
on the car.

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Whirling Your Scattered Forces 
into a Whole 

Many people grow up with a preconceived notion of what 
job would suit them best. They try one job and find it does not 
suit them, then another; and so they go from one job to 
another and by a wasteful, time-consuming process of elimi¬ 
nation eventually find something they like fairly well to do. 
Using your Career Table, Table IX-2, you can start with a 
significant advantage over these people. You instantly know 
the type of career which will bring you the most success. Now 
all you have to do is focus and concentrate your attention on 
that particular career. If you do this properly, the career 
opportunities you want will come to you. Yes, of course you 
may have to answer a few ads and prepare yourself for your 
future position as a leader and for the wealth it will bring you. 
Any device which concentrates your attention will help. 
Focusing on a colored candle is one that is often recom¬ 
mended. We, however, like to be more active than that; and a 
device which we have found most effective is a simple button 
on a string. 

Figure X-l shows such a device. All you have to do is 
take a button, run a loop of string through the holes, and hold 
the ends of the loop between them and the fingers of the right 
and left hands. With slack in the loop, swing the button 
around so that the string becomes twisted. Now pull the 
hands apart so that the twist in the string makes the button 
spin. With an easy rhythmic motion of the hands in and out, 
you can make the button spin in both directions and keep it 
spinning at any speed you like. Table X-l shows you the color 
of button you should use for each career opportunity, whether 
you should spin it quickly or slowly, and for how long at a 
stretch you should concentrate on it. You should do this sim¬ 
ple exercise when you get up in the morning and just before 
you finally go to sleep at night.

Marvin G used to live in a furnished apartment in Comp¬ 
ton, California. He was a typical aircraft mechanic, a skilled 
riveter, earning enough to get by, drifting along with the 
crowd.

Still, as he said, “I just felt like 
doing it, so I did it.” Soon after that he wrote us a very 
complaining letter saying it hadn’t worked. The only thing he 
had gotten as a result of it was a letter from a lawyer in 
Germany saying that he had been left two small lots in a 
Bavarian city. Having spent time in Germany, Yvonne and I 
both knew that a German lawyer’s ‘two small lots’ might rep¬ 
resent a fortune by American standards. It took a great deal 
of persuasion, but finally we got Marvin to write to the lawyer 
for a specific description of the land and for a description of 
the steps he would have to take to convert these lots into 
cash. It turned out that the two small lots were in fact a full 
hectare (just under 2Ms acres) in downtown Ulm! Marvin was 
still not very excited about this, especially because the 
lawyers told him the best way to convert the land to cash was 
to come and spend a month or so in Ulm. Of course his view of 
land prices was colored by the (at that time) low prices that 
one could expect for property in and around Compton. Noth¬ 
ing we could do by letter would persuade Marvin to change 
his mind. We even told him that as a Pisces he should expect 
that any fortune he was to gain would come by crossing 
water. 

As part of our course we encourage students to investi¬ 
gate other religions and check out the available fringe 
churches around them, for we do not wish people to espouse 
Witchcraft merely as a rebound religion when they get upset 
with Christianity.

Her father had made millions in Colorado 
silver mining, and when he died she was his only heir. Her 
first marriage in college she thought was for love; but it 
turned out that the boy she married was interested only in 
her money. Almost as soon as they were married he began 
playing around and had little time for her. Finally in a bitter 
quarrel one night he told her outright that he had married her 
for her money. In those days before the first World War, 
being a girl in college was somewhat unusual; and getting a 
divorce was a long and difficult procedure which resulted in 
lasting social disgrace, especially since Myrna was left with 
twin daughters as a result of the encounter. Yes, she learned 
from her first love affair, but she was lonely; and when 
another likable young man wooed her, she fell again for his 
line. This marriage, it is true, lasted almost ten years; but 
again at the end the truth came out and money was the prob- 
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lem. This last emotional breakup finally convinced Myma that 
all men were only after her money.

Riches of the Spirit World 

Gaining wealth often brings problems with it. The popu¬ 
lar stereotype of the lonely death of the eccentric millionaire 
or the executive’s dramatic suicide is based in fact. When you 
gain great riches, as you most easily can, you often give up 
spiritual wealth. Many so-called spiritual teachers are poor 
people who make their living trying to raise the awareness of 
others; however, their path has in it strong elements of mate¬ 
rialism and you should be careful when you take them for a 
teacher. For how can a person whose whole object in life is 
the gaining of wealth teach the higher spiritual truths? Even 
the hermit who lives in his cell does not make a good spiritual 
teacher; for knowing little of the world, he does not under¬ 
stand your mundane problems. By isolating himself from 
these problems, his spirit atrophies and his teachings get set 
into those which are applicable to the time when he left the 
world. You yourself must achieve the balance of the Wheel of 
the Heavens. There is a time when you must place emphasis 
on gaining wealth; there is a time when you should use that 
wealth to balance your life through the gaining of spiritual 
riches. 

When you gain great wealth, you should balance that by 
great spiritual awareness. For a complete person, the two go 
hand in hand. There is no evil in gaining great wealth unless 
you accompany that with a total rejection of all spiritual 
knowledge and of humanity, compassion, and understanding.

So com¬ 
plete these same steps for your partner. If it turns out that 
your partner has a higher potential, then support that partner 
in efforts toward the chosen career. 

4. Many careers require initial investments. You can use 
your Wheel of Wealth to aid you in winning short-term gains 
so that you can be ready when opportunity knocks. Similarly, 
you can improve your present job income and position by 
using techniques which will make you naturally more suited 
to that job.

In a moment of idleness, Karl wrote to us to take our 
course. In it he learned of the differing natures of people, and 
learned that Luck was something one could gain just as one 
gained money. At one of our seminars, Karl met a dynamic 
young Arian lady and determined he would win her. Even 
though we warned him that his nature was incompatible with 
hers, he determined to change himself to a compatible Sagit- 
tarian nature, changing to her trine but remaining in his own 
Quadra. Karl’s whole life changed. The day after he had his 
rebirth experience, he won a grand prize in the Irish 
Sweepstakes. Suddenly Karl was a winner, not a loser. Every¬ 
thing he touched was good for him. It didn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter whether he went to the racetrack, bet on a lottery, or 
invested in property; whatever he did made a profit. Not only 
that, but with his new luck and prosperity Karl found many 
new companions, and very soon he was the young playboy 
about town. 

Gradually, of course, he reverted to his old nature; and 
as he reverted, so his luck flowed away from him again. In his 
period of good luck, he had totally forgotten about the course 
he was taking from us; for he had been far too busy to work on 
it. Karl is a very intelligent man, however; and when he saw 
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his luck changing again he wrote to us to ask us why this was. 
We pointed out that in his quest for the Arian lady he had 
changed his nature to that of the most luck and that now his 
nature was reverting and his luck was ebbing with it. We 
were able to show him how he could be himself and yet retain 
most of the luck that he enjoyed when he was reborn as a 
Sagittarius. 

Karl has not yet remarried. But he is a multi-millionaire 
and has many companions, all because he changed his luck and 
took advantage of that change. 

Gain Luck and Laugh 
at Negative Predictions 

Ibn Saud clearly stated that one particular nature had 
more luck than any other. That nature is Sagittarius. It is the 
nature which sees out the old harvest year, for it is the nature 
which occurs just before winter solstice. The closer we get to 
winter solstice, December 21 or 22, the more luck the Sagitta- 
rian nature brings to itself; and in the last decan (ten-day 
period) before winter solstice, all the luck of the world seems 
to flow to it. When you are in need of luck, you must call on 
this specific decan of the Sagittarian nature. When Karl went 
through his rebirth cycle, he came out as a late Sagittarius. 

If you are by birth of this decan, that is, your birthdate is 
between December 12 and 21, and still you do not have good 
luck, it is because in your younger days you ignored the luck 
that came to you. In order to regain the luck you lost, you 
should go through a 24-hour rebirth cycle, bringing yourself 
back and being reborn exactly on your own birthdate. 

In order to bring to yourself just a small portion of this 
Sagittarian nature, you can do such things as wear dark blue 
clothing, wear sapphires of the darkest blue you can obtain, 
eat asparagus, and drink warmed drinks to which a little 
nutmeg has been added. All these things will bring luck to 
you. Again, we would like to repeat Ibn Saud’s warnings: If 
you stay home and do nothing, then no amount of luck will 
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help you. You must get out into the world and use your 
natural ability together with the luck which being reborn in 
the last decan of Sagittarius will bring you. 

/Is Day Followeth Night, So Doth Good 
Luck Follow Bad 

Allah in His wisdom keepeth all things in balance. Look 
unto the heavens and see how in every direction thou lookest 
there are stars and planets in abundance. Thus it is in life. 
Assuredly there are dark times, but always beyond the dark¬ 
ness there are many beckoning welcoming lights. If thou but 
usest a little energy and intelligence thou canst reach those 
lights. All is in balance. If today thou hast bad luck in the 
marketplace, assuredly tomorrow thou wilt find thy luck tak¬ 
ing a change for the better. If thou proceedest down a dark 
tunnel, luck may run against thee for several months. This is 
where thou must change thy nature, for by changing thy na¬ 
ture thou wilt direct thy footsteps back into the light, breaking 
out of thy tunnel of despair and ill fortune.

Grandma’s Bequest Brings Yetta 
Diamonds and Contentment 

A reporter from a New York City newspaper was inter¬ 
viewing us, and one of the stories we told about luck reminded 
him of the following incident. 

Yetta H is the youngest daughter of a New York 
diamond merchant. In the family tradition, a daughter is sup¬ 
posed to stay at home and become a good housekeeper. Yetta 
had an Arian nature, however, and she wanted to be just as 
successful in the business world as the male members of her 
family had been before her. She started a secretarial service, 
catering especially to the diamond merchants and to other 
members of the Jewish community. As the daughter of a 
well-known family, she felt that the diamond merchants 
would trust her with their custom. But tradition dies hard, 
and she found that her path was not an easy one. Yetta did 
not worry when her business got into difficulties, mainly be¬ 
cause her aged grandmother had always told her that when 
she died she was going to leave her most valuable possession 
to Yetta. Somehow in Yetta’s mind this unspecified bequest 
had become several sacks of diamonds worth many hundreds 
of thousands, even millions, of dollars. 

Yetta ‘knew’ that no matter what happened, even if she 
lost everything in her foundering business, still she would be 
all right; so she borrowed money on her expectations and 
really got herself into a non-win situation. When Grand¬ 
mother died Yetta was really in desperate straits and her 
heart was beating fast as she opened the leather package that 
was her bequest. She was horrified to find within it only a 
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very old necklace set with what she recognized as sapphire 
chips. The whole value of the bequest was probably less than 
$100. Yetta was extremely disappointed, of course, for her 
grandmother had made a generous bequest of valuable 
diamonds to Yetta’s brother. Nevertheless, out of love and 
respect for her grandmother, Yetta wore her bequest to the 
funeral. 

From that hour Yetta’s life changed. At the funeral she 
met another young adult who was also trying to break out of 
his family’s diamond-merchant tradition. It was a love affair 
at first sight. When Yetta and Herschel combined their 
strengths, her business and his book-publishing concern both 
prospered. Today Yetta still wears her grandmother’s 
necklace when she feels things are going against her; and she 
has both diamonds in her jewel box and contentment in a 
secure home and business. 

Finding Your Own Lucky Piece 
or ‘ Mojo’ 

There are two basic ways that you can get your own 
equivalent of Yetta’s good-luck necklace. 

1. You can remember the last time you had good for¬ 
tune, and when you next need good luck wear the clothes and 
jewelry that you had on at that time. 

2. You can make your own good-luck talisman. 1 Start 
with the design of the Sagittarian disk in Chapter I; this 
should be engraved either on a piece of pure tin or on a piece 
of wood cut from a thorny locust tree. On the back you should 
have engraved the letters I*0*M, which mean “Jupiter 
Omnis Magnus”; for Jupiter is the god and Jupiter is the 
planet which bring luck. 


1 For complete details of making and fine-tuning amulets and talismans, read 
Gavin and Yvonne's “Witch's Grimoire of Ancient Omens, Portents, Talismans, 
Amulets, and Charms" available from Parker Publishing. 
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In most cases a lucky talisman such as the left hind foot 
of a white rabbit has power of and by itself, so it does not need 
charming; but because charming does no harm, any time you 
feel doubt that the talisman is truly connected to the lucky 
energy pool, it should be charmed. In general there are three 
steps required for the proper charming of any object. 

Step 1 —Psychically cleansing the object. This is accomplished 
in one of two ways. 

A. Boil the object in salted water while you recite aloud 
the Abracadabra diminishing ritual shown in Figure XI-1; 
then plunge the object into cold water. 

B. Heat the object in an oven to 250°F; then take it out 
and place it on a block of ice while you recite the diminishing 
ritual.

Diminishing Ritual 
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It is the thermal shock that releases any psychic power 
latent in the object. Going into the water or the melted ice, 
the power can safely be washed away. 

Step 2 —Selecting the place and time for your charming. Sor¬ 
cerers and Witches go to great lengths to be sure they do 
their work at the correct time and place. At your present 
level of development, adequate charming can be obtained by 
remembering a couple of simple rules, 

A. Time: New moon overhead. 

B. Place: A high place like a mountain or a hilltop or the 
top of a building. 

Step 3 —The actual charming. The object has been made. You 
have cleansed it. You should buy a dark blue candle and a 
piece of dark blue cotton fabric. When you have these things, 
at high noon on the day of the new moon, place the amulet on 
the cloth and light the candle by the side of it. Remove all 
your clothing, all rings, jewelry, hairpins, and body bindings, 
so that you are totally unbound. Concentrate on the lighted 
candle, thinking thoughts of what you desire as intently as 
you can. Hold this position until the candle begins to flicker in 
your mind; this should take perhaps five minutes. Now begin 
to chant repetitively, “Aye-Oh-Em.” Your chant should start 
softly and gradually rise in volume until it is a shout. You will 
probably repeat the syllables about fifty times before scream¬ 
ing at the climax, “Luck to me!” and with the scream clapping 
your hands violently in the candle flame so as to extinguish it. 

Your talisman is now charged; when you are not wearing 
it, you should keep it wrapped with the candle in the cloth you 
used in the charging ritual. These energies are not inexhaust¬ 
ible, however; and you will want to recharge your talisman 
any time your luck seems to be running out. 

In order to help you get a feeling for the way the chant 
should sound, we would encourage you to listen to a recording 
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of “Old McDonald’s Farm,” especially the repetition of the 
phrase “ee-aye, ee-aye, oh.” The repetition and the building 
of volume, speed, and intensity are all vital to the building of 
an effective charm. We suspect that “Old McDonald’s Farm” 
is in fact an ancient pagan chant that was once used to bless 
and charm all the living creatures on the farm, now translated 
into modern form. You should practice this method of building 
volume, power, and intensity before you charm your first 
talisman. Once you have the knack, however, it is simplicity 
itself. 

The Future Buildeth on the Past 

If thou hadst not been bom, thou wouldst have no life 
and no problems. Hadst thou been bom unto a great sheik, it 
is likely thou wouldst have all thy heart could desire. As thou 
progressest through thy life, thou must constantly look over 
thy shoulder to see that thou dost progress on an ascending 
spiral of wealth. Here I must say that wealth is not measured 
only in the number of shekels thou hast hidden away, but is 
measured also in the quality of thy companions and in thy 
spiritual growth. Wealth must withal be understood to be a 
combination of all the wealth in thy life, not merely the gold. 
The seeds of tomorrow are assuredly cast into the ground 
today. Thine actions today will bear fruit tomorrow. If thou 
castest no seed into the soil, thou canst reap no reward. What 
is tme in thy life and in the world is tme in the heavens; for 
doth not the sun rise only after it hath set? Luck too doth 
build as doth thy life, and if it is to flourish it must be nur¬ 
tured as is the seedling. When thou hast luck, remember it so 
that thou mayest build on that luck and gain yet more good 
fortune. 

Loser Orval Becomes Lucky Harry 

Orval M is a racehorse handicapper: what we used to call 
a tipster. In choosing this profession he was not only following 
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in his father’s footsteps; he also really loved racehorses and 
the whole racing milieu. Now a good handicapper first 
analyzes the horses in the race to see which is likely to win; 
then he uses his psychic ability to choose between the most 
likely candidates to pick the ultimate winner. It is this final 
step that defies formal mathematical analysis—and it is this 
step that Orval was wholly unable to master. He knew his 
horseflesh; he knew his jockeys; and he knew his tracks. He 
could always get within one or two horses of the winner. But 
that final touch of genius, that psychic ability which enables 
the good handicapper regularly to select winners, just was 
not in Orval. Time and again his father would let him back his 
judgment; and time and again Orval lost. Though his father 
had the gift, he just couldn’t explain to Orval how to ‘get it.’ 

We met Orval at one of our seminars where he had come 
to see whether the Witches could help him with his problem. 
We asked him about the days on which he had succeeded in 
picking even a few winners; for we knew that there must have 
been at least some occasions when he had good luck. Although 
at first he denied it (as indeed you may too), still after a lot of 
thought he was able to come up with some dates that had been 
lucky for him. (Even if your life has been as negative as Or- 
val’s, still you to can find a few good days to remember if you 
really try hard enough.) From those dates we were able to 
extract a lucky number for Orval. We were able to show him 
how to use that personalized lucky number to pick the win¬ 
ners he needed. At the same time we told him to go through a 
Sagittarian rebirth procedure and to choose a new name for 
himself so that he could cast off the image of a loser and get 
the image of a winner. 

Orval chose his father’s name to be reborn with, and now 
he is known as “Lucky Harry II.” 

Finding Your Own Lucky Number 

Numerology is a very complex and exact science, one 
which we have studied for many years. There are both elabo- 
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rate and simple methods of using its techniques; most of them 
rely on the reduction of large numbers to small numbers by 
addition of the digits. As an example, take a number like 
873923. To find your lucky number from this demonstration 
number, you add its digits together as shown in Figure XI-2. 
Then add together the digits of the answer, the 3 and the 2, to 
arrive at your lucky number of 5. 

There are two ways in which you can now find your own 
personal lucky number for any day of the month or year. 

Procedure 1 —Remember the time when you last had 
good luck. Write down the time to the nearest hour, and the 
date. If the time is between two hours, use the next following 
hour (the later hour of the two). If the time was between 
midnight and 1 a.m., use the number 25 for it. The hour must 
be expressed in terms of the 24-hour clock; i.e., 3 p.m. is 12 + 
3, or 15—what the military call fifteen-hundred hours. 

Let us say that your good luck occurred at 2:35 p.m. on 
the 28th day of July 1973. This reduces to the number 7, as 
shown in Figure XI-3. This is your basic lucky number. When 
you wish to have good luck at a specific time in the future, 
write down the hour, the day, the month, the year when it 
would be most appropriate for that good luck to occur. Let us 
say you wish the good luck to occur on the 5th day of January 
1981 at 7:05 p.m. This gives you a 9, as shown in Figure XI-4. 
Add this number to your lucky number and again reduce it to 
a single digit as shown in Figure XI-5. Thus the lucky number 
for the event that you wish to occur is 7. You should write 7’s 
at every available opportunity as the event approaches. Think 
of 7; carry 7’s with you; and you will achieve the good fortune 
you seek. 

Procedure 2 —If you cannot remember any dramatically lucky 
day in your life, you must start with your birthdate. Reduce 
your birthdate in the way we have shown you, and add to it 
22, which is considered by numerologists to be the Number of 
the Master. 22 is the superlative number, the number of the

She finds 
far more fulfillment in this job, dealing with sick animals and 
training youngsters, than we think she would have in the 
Coast Guard with its occasional negative police duty kind of 
work. 


Finding Your Place 

You may think the fates were unkind to Karen. 
Hereditarily she was born with genes which meant she would 
be of short stature; this made her physically handicapped 
when it came to fulfilling her desires. You are fated with 
certain physical characteristics. Included in these physical 
characteristics is your mind. Similarly you are fitted at birth 
with a certain type of spirit. As your body and your mind 
grow, so should your spirit; however, spiritual growth is 
largely neglected in the western world. The emphasis on the 
perfect body, tall, statuesque, sunburned, and a shallow mind 
to go with it, seems to be the highest aspiration of the way the 
majority of children are trained today. Spiritual training to 
test and develop this most important part of yourself is totally 
lacking. 

Children are taught that they must win in every en¬ 
counter. They are not taught how to have the necessary 
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spiritual strength to accept defeat—let alone develop their 
spirit on their own outside of a competitive situation. Now¬ 
adays too, we are progressively arranging for the minds of 
our children to be shallower and duller. In our school systems, 
brilliance is at best ignored, and the brilliant child is often 
placed in classes with the mentally retarded so that all shall 
come out with an equally poor mind and none shall rise above 
the general low and mediocre level. 

The mind is an amazing thing. When it is faced with more 
difficult problems to overcome, it can often achieve un¬ 
dreamed-of brilliance. Yet place it in an area where it is not 
exercised, and it becomes dull and empty. The mind and its 
intelligence are what sets us apart from lower animals. If you 
wish to climb a tree, you can go and get a ladder to help you. 
If your body is not tall enough to reach the fruit, by using 
your intelligence you can still get it. The first decision you 
must make in your steps to a new and better life is: What are 
the limits of your body? If you are too short, don’t try to get 
into jobs that require tall people. 

The Sweet Fruit of the Date-Palm 
Can Be Thine 

Why art thou still groveling at the feet of another? Stand 
up. Look around thee. There are many who are worse off than 
thyself What is it that holdeth thee back? Look upward to the 
stars, and see therein the power and the glory that thy Father 
Allah placed there. Art thou afeared to stand up and show thy 
face? Must thou forever hide in a burqa? 1 Art thou afeared 
that some lesser mortal will laugh at thee if thou dost attempt 
and fail a task? The laughter will not hurt thee except in thine 
own imagination; and I can assure thee that this laughter 
helpeth thy spirit grow. If thou canst face down thy detrac¬ 
tors, thou art truly a hero of the spirit and in this heroism 
thou art more courageous than he who merely faceth a phys¬ 
ical danger as when the caravan is attacked by lions. Mayhap

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thoufearest death; but death, as the great Sufis have said, is 
only thy chance to progress. I myself am ‘dead;’ yet still I 
labor in other planes. Still I must overcome mine own 
shortcomings—shortcomings now only of the spirit, though 
still as real as if I had a body to drag along with me. When I 
did live in the desert, I most feared pain. Pain is a sharp and 
terrible thing; but that too thou canst overcome. A strong 
spirit will overcome pain far more quickly and with more 
assurance than any drug; and unless thou art contemplating 
a career as a warrior, thou wilt not be expected to endure 
more pain than thou canst endure. 

The Twenty-Two Faces of Eve 

You may have read the book called “Three Faces of 
Eve;” it is a study of a woman who has multiple personalities. 
Mrs. Sizemore (for that is “Eve’s” name) is now touring the 
country lecturing to various clinics on the results of the experi¬ 
ments that were conducted on “Eve.” These multiple person¬ 
alities give us an ideal opportunity to study the effect of 
spiritual changes on a single body; for Mrs. Sizemore existed 
in her alternate personalities for many years and spent long 
hours in each personality; in each identity she was subjected 
to batteries of psychological and mechanical tests. The results 
of those tests astounded the doctors who were running them. 
Take mental ability as an example: Mrs. Sizemore’s IQ ranged 
from 80 to near 200; that is, from the level of slight mental 
retardation to well past genius, as she changed her spiritual 
characteristics. Three of the personalities were artists, all of 
whom painted in different styles. One of them was considered 
by art critics to be brilliant. From the personal point of view, 
in one or two personalities Mrs. Sizemore was, to put it quite 
frankly, a lewd nymphomaniac who would do everything she 
could to get a man into bed with her. In other personalities 
she was chaste and untouchable, and in fact seemed to dislike 
men. One of the things which amused the doctors (but was 
very annoying to Mrs. Sizemore) was that some of the per¬ 
sonalities had extremely poor mechanical skills, to such an 
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extent that some could not cook while others could; some 
could drive and others could not. This latter situation got 
Mrs. Sizemore into difficulties because she might for instance 
drive to town—but then be completely incapable of driving 
home again when a personality took over that was unable 
even to start the car. 

As Mrs. Sizemore’s personalities changed, so did her 
posture and her facial expression; however, her basic body 
parameters did not change. The spiritual changes gave her 
attributes that were within the capabilities of her body. 
Among the personalities were several which she could have 
used to become a successful artist, a businesswoman, or even 
a courtesan—if they had stayed with her. 

Living to Your Potential 

You may think that your body and mind hold you back 
from success. Mrs. Sizemore’s case clearly shows that the 
only thing which holds you back is your spirit. This book has 
shown you how to change your spirit or modify it for short 
periods of time so that you can succeed in any endeavor. You 
too can increase your IQ or become an artist or, if you so 
desire, dramatically change your patterns of sexual behavior. 

Throughout your upbringing in this western democracy, 
you have been trained to win; but even to get all you need, 
you do not have to win! A second, third, fourth, or even a 
fiftieth place is more than adequate. Look at any career that 
you wish to undertake. You do not have to be the absolute 
‘best’ in the field in order to live comfortably and to gather 
around you many admirers. You can be successful in any en¬ 
deavor that you undertake, provided only that you pick the 
spiritual attributes which are correct for that endeavor. As- 
tromancy allows you easily to pick the attributes you need. 

As you start along this path toward your goals, you need 
to analyze your own body and define for yourself just what it 
is you really want to do. The goal and your capabilities should 
be reconcilable to each other. If you have a genuine physical 
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handicap that will prevent you attaining your goal, then 
change your goal to one that is attainable. 

We often criticize the American educational system. This 
criticism is not to say that the system is not good; it is merely 
our attempt to push the system toward being even better: an 
antidote to complacency. Your education is undoubtedly bet¬ 
ter than that received by 90 percent of the rest of the world. 
If you believe your education is holding you back here, go 
somewhere else where you will be a shining light. If you are 
only a minor success in the highly competitive world of the big 
city, move to a smaller town. Many people find, as the old 
saying goes, that it is better to be a big frog in a small pond 
than a small frog in a big pond. 

The spirit controls the mind, and the mind controls the 
body. Of the readers of this book, 99 percent have the men¬ 
tality and the body to succeed; it is in the spiritual area they 
are lacking. It is in precisely this area that Astromancy comes 
to your aid. Pick what you want to do. Change the spirit as 
you have been taught, and you can hardly help succeeding.

Benjie the Ten-Year-Old 
Runs His Own Business 

When Gavin was in the aerospace business, he once paid 
a visit to Pakistan to assess local industries and their 
capabilities to produce on-site some rather complex radar 
equipment. One of the firms that he was strongly urged to 
employ for making certain complex metal works was located 
in Lahore. (It was on this visit to Lahore that the tapes were 
made which are the underlying basis for this book.) That 
company employed a very youthful crew, and its principal 
trade was in brass and aluminum ware for local and tourist 
markets. The employees of the firm could in fact beat out by 
hand circular brass urns from single sheets of brass that were 
stunningly precise. All this was accomplished by beating the 
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metal with a hammer on a leather-covered anvil. But Gavin 
could never quite get to the president of this metal¬ 
fabricating company. 

Now Gavin was familiar with the stories in the United 
States of youngsters running their own little paper business, 
writing newsletters, selling lemonade, and the like; but he 
was astounded when he finally met the company president in 
Lahore to find out that he was only ten years old. 

Benjie was undoubtedly a genius at organizing his young 
friends into a business. He told Gavin how it had all hap¬ 
pened. He had come to the States with his father, who was 
learning to be an air-traffic controller. While in the States he 
had seen the mass-production techniques used to produce 
electronic equipment, much of which in those days was hand- 
assembled. With a brilliance far beyond his years, Benjie rec¬ 
ognized that since Pakistan’s labor rates were infinitesimal 
compared with those of the United States, people in Pakistan 
should be able to assemble equipment for a fraction of the cost 
for which it was done in the States. 

He talked endlessly to his father about this; but the 
father was obstinate in his refusal to lend Benjie money or to 
help him get started. Thus Benjie turned to the better-known 
metal trade, where he saw that many tourist items were 
being made by craftsmen in the bazaar one at a time. He 
gathered a group of his friends around him, and with his small 
savings he bought some brass to found his own company. 
Despite many setbacks, he persisted; and in less than a year 
he had more than twenty youngsters in his own age group 
working for him, as well as his own father, who kept the 
books and made sure the boys stayed within the law. 

Benjie’s drive came, we believe, from the rebirth experi¬ 
ence that he underwent when he visited America. For when 
he first arrived he became very ill, his stomach perhaps re¬ 
jecting the unfamiliar foods. He was confined to hospital with 
a high fever. This fever left him and he grew well again on 5 
April 1970, which made him an Aries. With the Aries’ high 
drive he succeeded in his ambition. With his changed spirit, 
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the body of even a nine-year-old was good enough to start the 
work which made Benjie the president of his own firm at the 
age of ten.

It may be that the lack of 
development prevented him from seeing all those reasons 
why he ‘could not do’ something; and certainly at his young 
age he had far fewer of the fears which hold back so many 
adults from ultimate achievement. 

Let us look at a list of typical fears (Table XII-1) that 
people use as reasons for not venturing forth. These are the 
well-known fears that have been documented and catalogued 
time and again by experimental psychologists. Notice how 
they are categorized into body fears and spiritual fears. As 
you glance down the list, you will see that the spiritual fears 
are the ones which are really most inhibiting. Probably the 
last one, fear of disappointment, is the most important. Oppo¬ 
site this list of fears we have placed the astrological sign 
which you can use to best advantage in overcoming any par¬ 
ticular fear. 

Take a moment now to go down the list and number your 
fears. Pick the one which you fear most and place a (1) against 
it. Now pick the one which you fear least, and place a (15) 
against that one. Now choose the second most feared experi¬ 
ence and place a (2) against it. Now go out—today—and fol¬ 
low the advice in Chapter I to get yourself an image that will 
overcome your Number One fear. Next week, overcome your 
Number Two fear. When you have successfully overcome 
those two fears, you will be well on the way to proceeding into 
a more adventurous and fulfilling life.

It took us many months of 
discussion by letter and finally a personal interview with 
Michael in Minneapolis to convince him that his attitude was 
really very negative and that if he was to learn all of life’s 
lessons he must learn the competitive aspects as well as the 
passive ones. Protesting, Michael cited Mohandas Gandhi as a 
great hero who overcame great obstacles with a pacifist ap¬ 
proach; but we pointed out to Michael that by existing for 
many days without eating, for instance, Gandhi learned many 
other of life’s spiritual lessons even though he was a pacifist. 
Being a pacifist did not mean that you should stop your 
spiritual development, we told him; and in the United States 
one good path to spiritual development is through competi¬ 
tion. Competing hard and accepting losses makes the spirit 
grow; and not only does it make your spirit grow, but when 
you win it encourages growth in the spirits of those against 
whom you have competed.

The most damaging of these parasites is 
undoubtedly the fear of not succeeding and the fear that you 
may ‘sin’ against some cosmic law. In recent years we have 
seen how things which in the past were ‘deadly sins,’ such as 
eating meat on Friday, have now—by the word not of God but 
of man—become blameless. Can you honestly say that these 
fears and ‘sins’ are not just excuses? Could it be that you 
really want to stay where you are? Or do you want to venture 
out and succeed? If you want to remain in the slough of 
despond, do not try to climb out. If you never start the jour¬ 
ney, if you do not take the first step, you will never reach 
even the closest objectives. If you want success, the tech¬ 
niques in this book will give it to you; so try them honestly 
and give them time to work.
